The oil territory of this country, east of the 
Mississippi River, so far as developed, under- 
_ lies part of Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
and sections of Ohio and Indiana.

‘The capital stock of the Standard is said to 
bein the neighborhood of $100,000,000. 
One of the compahy’s principal purchasing 
agents’recently said every dollar of it was in- 
vested in tank cars, ~vessels, pip3 lines, re- 
fineries, and the equipment of the vast busi- 
ness which encircles the globe, Its prodig- 
ious earnings pile up so. rapidly, 
even in normal times, that ways 
must be found to use the money. 
Vast investments are made in other proper- 
ties. The Rockefellers own mines, railroads, 
industrial, and murfcipal enterprises, either 
outright or the controlling interest therein. 
They are said to have $10,000,000 invested 
in the iron ore mines of the Lake Superior 
region. They are big owners in the cotton- 
seed oil trust and in various other 
companies, whose stocks are Listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The story is told and believed by many on 
the Board of Trade that the Standard people 
are owners of wheat. They own $17,000,000 
of the $25,000,000 stoék of the Chicago gas 
trust. ‘The prices of all these properties have 
either advanced or else are held firmly. Most 
of them have actually risen. In the light of 
these facts the remarks of John Rockefeller 
printed a week or two ago become 
interesting. He said in New York, 
commenting on the advance in’ oil, 
that he believed the activity would extend 
in other directions and thdt men of means 
were disposed to think the general situation 
had improved.

But a few minutes be- 
fore closing it began to slump off and closed 
at $2.20, the lowest point reached during the 
day. The highest was $2.42. The Standard 
picked the exchange of about all the certifi- 
cates that were left to trade on.

DO NOT FEAR ARREST. 


THUGS TURNED OUr BY JUSTIOES AS 
PAST AS POLIOE BRING THEM IN. 


Since Monday 111 Arrests Have Been 
Made by Officers ‘of the Desplaines 
Street Station and Not One Fine Was 
Imposed=One of the Reasons Why the 
West Side Is the Abiding Place of 
Most of the Tough Element of the 
City. 

Chief df Police Badenoch was credited with 
issuing an-order yesterday to Inspector Lewis 
to clean up the West Side and arrest every 
crook and thug in sight. Asa matter of fact 
no such order was issued by the Chief, but 
what crooks there are on the West Side took 
it for hard fact and sought tall timber. The 
streets were practically deserted by the tough 
element, but they were to be found about 


how he had “done up that guy.” In prob- 
ably the worst p.ace on the street most of the 
inmates are known to the police, but inside 
the saloon they are safe from molestation. 
Under the rule of Justice Doyle the police 
have to let them alone. 

The city ordinance reads that any one com- 


mitting any disorderly act *‘in the streets or - 


elsewhere”’ shall be arrested. Justice Doyle, 
eo the police say, construes “elsewhere”’ to 
apply only to an alley or,to some place out- 
doors. This means that the police have no 
right to enter a place where disorder is going 
on unless they are called on to arrest the in- 
mates. ‘*No jurisdiction” is marked up 
against many vases that in other police 
courts are fined $25 and costs, It Is useless, 
the police say, for them ‘to raid any p!aces ia 
the Desplaines street district, because the 
people arrested are invariably turned loose 
next morning. 

In spite of the energy with which some of. 
the crooks hunted their holes one good man 
was landed during the night.

A policeman does not want to arrest any- 
The arrest 
of a infin means he has to appear in court in 
the morning and lose just so much sleep. 
Consequently.a policeman will settle a dis- 
turbance quietly if he can. From Monday 
night to Thursday afternoon the police of the 
Desplaines Street Station were unable to do 
thisin 111 cases. Most of those arrested 
were put behind the bars for disorderly con- 
duct, which in the police code covers any of- 
fense the Desk.Sergeant cannot réadily find 
in the ordinance book, 

There were, however, a few offenses the 
Sergeant was able to find and here is how he 
entered them in a few instances. all of these 
being dis¢harged by the Justice: Abandon- 
ment, carrying concealed weapons, assault, 
shooting within the city limits (this was the 
case of a man who turned his revolver loose 
in the streets), larceny, making threats to 
Will, burglary. and assault aud battery. 

Not Encouraging to the Police. 

Nobody around the Désplaines Street Sta- 
tion is making any complaints. it is not po. 
lice etiquette'to make complaints about the 
action of Police -Magistrates, but the detect- 
ives and policemen hardly feel encouraged to 
make arrests. Nobody probably knows what 
the exact condition of the West Side 
is any* better than Chief of Police 
Badenoch, For many years he has had a place 
of business within a block of the Desplaines 
Street Station. He personally was responsi- 
ble for the effective cleanmg up of ths lower 
end of Washington boulevard, and he conse- 
quently knows something of Inspector Lewis’ 
The Chief of Police not only 
has not issued any orders to that offi- 
cial, but expresses himself as weil 
satisfied with the administration of 
affairs on that side of the river. Eight men 
from the Central station are and always have 
beeu assigned to the West Side, and with 
those from the Desplaines Street Station they 
have kept things in fair shape un- 
til the Hopkins administration. All the 
disorder which now exists on that side of the 
river was permitted by the Hopkins adminis- 
tration and in some instances permits to run 
disorderly places were issued right over the 
heads of the police. A man named Kuchnau, 
who wanted to run a big concert hall and 
saloon at Halsted and Van Buren éitreets, ap- 
plied to Inspector Lewis for a permit. He 
was refused flatly. Thereupon he went to 
Mayor Hopkins, got what he wanted, and 
flaunted it in the face of the Inspector. 

Tour Made by Inspector Lewis, 

Last night, between 10 o’clock and mid. 
night, Inspector Lewis and Capt. Gibbons 
made the rounds of the district. Starting 
from Desplaines Street Station they 
went up Madison street to Morgan, 
and down Halsted street to Harrison. 


There can no longer be any doubt that both: 


the Captuin and the Inspector know of the 
existence of tough places, for they went into 
every one of them. In many instances the 
repurt that a general clean up wus to take 
place had operated as a check on the 
class that frequents the Madison street joints, 
but plenty were running wide open. In one 
tough place four drunken women sprawled 
over the bar in front of the saloon at 9 
o'clock. An alleged piano player was per- 
forming at the back while a dozen couples 
danced. In another. place booths painted 
to represent houses and bearing ap- 
propriate inscriptions were found. All 
of these places were somewhat subdued 
last night, but this was said to be only be- 
cause they feareda raid. Last night a man 
blinded with blood and with a great cut clear 
across his face was hustied out of one place. 
He was followed closely by two policemen 
in uniform, who hustled him along 
to the next post. Inside this place a tough 
young man in shirt sleeves boasted about

His position in the House was that of an ac- 
knowledged leader, and in the next House he 
would certainly have been Chairman of the 
Committee of Fpreign Affairs, a position of 
commanding influence, and he has been. con- 
sidered as a possible member of the Cabinet. 

Robert Roberts Hitt of Mount Morris, Ill., 
was born at Urbana, U., Jan. 16, 1834; re- 
moved to Ogle County, Illinois, in 1837; was 
educated at Rock River Seminary (now 
Mount Morris College) and at De Pauw 
University; was First Secretary of Paris 
Legation, and Chargé d’Affaires, ad in- 
terim from December, 1874, until 
March, 1881; was Assistant Secretary of 
State in 1881; was electedto the Forty- 
seventh Congress Nov. 7, 1882, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by’ the death of R. M. 
A. Hawk; was elected to the Forty-eighth, 
Forty-ninth, Fiftieth, Fifty-first, and Fifty- 
second Congresses asa Republican, and was 
reéiected to the Fifty-third Congress. 

Few public men in America have had a 
more varied, picturesque, clever, and useful 
career. As ‘a schoolboy he learned shorthand 
and was one of the first, if not the first, short- 
hand newspaper reporter in Illinois, At 
Abraham Lincoln’s request he was engaged 
to report for Tuz Tripune the famous Doug- 
las-Lincoln debates of 1858. He was official 
reporter/of Illinois in 1859-'60, was with 
Secretary Stanton foratime. In 1867-68 
he visited Europe, Egypt, and Palestine. 
He afterward served as secretary to Senator 
Morton. In 1874 he married Miss Sallie Rey- 
nolds of Lafayette, Ind. His Con- 
gressional work has been chiefly done 
in the Committee on Foreign RKe- 
lations, and among his strongest speeches 
was oneon “Commercial Union with Canada.”’ 
He has advocated some important measures 
in Congress, taking a leading partin the abro- 
gation of the statute known as the “original 
package”’ act, and in the passage of the oleo- 
margarine act. He was chosen by the House 
as the Republican member - of the 

‘proposed monetary conference. In _ the 
last Congress be was the Repub- 
lican guide on all foreign affairs and was par- 
ticulariy active in thwarting President Cleve- 
land’s Hawaiian policy, besides takmg the 
leading part in the defeat of the Bering Sea 
claims as pressed on Congress by Secretary

THREAD BETWEEN HIM AND DEATH, 


William Marquette> Receives an Infernal 
Machine That Didn't Work. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 19.—[Special.] 
—Nothing but a thread intervened today to 
save William Marquette, a_tailor’s appren- 
tice, from horrible death by means of an in- 
fernal machine which was+ent to him through 
the mail in a sma!l box marked ** Dominoes.” 
Imbedded in two ounces of the loose explosive 
was a dynamite cartridge provided witha 
match head, fuse, and cap. A wooden block 
turning ona pivot lay behind the cap and 
back of the block an improvised steel trigger 
was strung forward and held by agmmon pins 
stuck through a bit of wood. This last was 
connected with the sliding lid of the box by a 
thread so delicate that the slightest jar would 
set off the explosive. Seven common rub- 
ber bands drawn taut held the trigger 
with the tension ofa hair spring. The 
string worked out of its poor fastenings while 
the boy was unwrapping the package, thus 
averting the tragedy.

The speaker then referred to the cessation 
of free colnage of silver in the various mints 
of Europe and said it was the diffusion of 
both meta’s thropgb Europe that kept thein 
at a parity, ° 

“Tt fs snid in 1873 we demonetized silver. 
It is true that at that. time we changed the 
laws of our mints and established gold as 
a standard of value. I believe now that it 
was a mistake for Europe and ‘for us to have 
changed these standards, But for twelve 
years -prior to 873 we were on a paper basis 
and it was not looked upon by our people 
as an important feature. Noaction of ours 
in 1873 affected the price of silver or affected 
the action of Europe in dealing with silver. 

“The effect of our action is clai:ned to 
have bcren to. reduce the pr.ce of all com- 
 modities and appreciate go!d in the same 
measure that silver was depreciated. -I don’t 
believe it. Sincs 1873 some prices have 
‘been reduced and some advanced. Gold and 
silver until put in shape of money were corm- 
modities and aré governed by the laws of 


supply and demand; and just that thing hap- . 


peried’ to silver and gold as happened under 
these laws to other commodities. In every 
’ country of Europe in 1873 the mint was open 
to silver, and in 1877 nota single mint in 
Europe was open to silver except for fraction- 
al coins.

McNulta Ousted. 


How much longer the receiver of the whisky * 


trust is to be permitted to conduct the affairs 
of that corporation ata loss is the question 
which a pool of creditors purposes to ask the 
United States Court. The matter has been 
placed in the hands of a prominent legal! firm 
in the. city and will be shortly in legal form 
before Judge Bunn.

Receiver McNulta has lowered the price of 


spirits until the trust is operating at a loss of | 


from $2,500 to $2,800 daily. On top of 
this he has secured permission to borrow 
$350,000, and thus further increase the in- 
debtedness. It is charged that when Re- 
ceiver MeNulta ‘was appointed he reported 
that the trust was losing $2,000 daily. The 
price of spirits at that time was $1.25 a gal- 
lon. It is now below that figure, and it is 
claimed the loas is now correspondingly 
greater. It is further indicated that the re- 
ceiver with the authority of the Federal 
Court is conducting the corporation on more 
vicious trust lines than did Greenhut. 
When Receiver MecNulta took hold steps 
were at once taken to manage the concern on 
business principles and consequently at a 
rofit. Todo this the receivers organized a 
igger trust by taking anti-trust distillers into 
a2 business agreement to boost prices. The 
new organization was called the Spirit Dis- 
tilling Association. In a short time the price 
was pushed up to $1.29 a gallon and it wag 
announced the whisky war was over, 
But the receiver wanted to manage 
affairs in a way that was not 
agreeab’e to the anti-trust distillers. Now 
the bubble has burst and the war is worse 
than before. Agents ofthe trust are cutting 
prices to such an extent that the anti-trust 
distillers have ceased to compete, except to 
the extent necessary to hold trade. Both 
trust and anti-trust distillers are now said to 
be losing moneys 
The daily output of the trust runs, itis said, 
between 75,000 and 80,000 gallons. The 
anti-trust product is about one-fourth that 
amount, 
_ Thenew Board of Directors of the trust 
yesterday elected officers as follows: Presi- 
dent, S. M. Rice of New Yark; Vice-Presi- 
dent, J. M. Hutton of Cincinnati; Secretary, 
d. M. Mgptt of Chicago; Tréasurer, W. L. 
Moyer of Chicago. Mr. Moyer is Assistant

SAY IT IS A SLANDER. 


PRIENDS OF DR. SPRANGER AND WIFE 
DENY SENSATIONAL STORIES. 


The Grave Charges Made by Mrs. Flora 
Adams Darling Against the Former 
Wife of Her Dead Son Are Denounced 
on All SideseThey Are Thought to Be 
Born of a Spirit of Vindictiveness or 
of a Diseased. Brain=The Doctor and 
His Bride Now in California. 


Baltimore, Md., April 19.—[Special. ]—So- 
ciety people here were greatly surprised to- 
day to learn of the grave charges made by 
Mrs. Flora Adams Darling of New Ycrk 
against Dr. Francis X. Spranger Jr. and his 
wife. Young Mrs. Darling before her mar- 
riage to Dr. Spranger spent some months in 
Baltimore and became very popular. Mr. 
Charles B. Tiernan, a prominent lawyer here, 
is an uncle of Mrs. Spranger. He and other 
members of the family here pronounce 
the story of Dr. Spravger making 
love to Mrs. Darling while attending 
her husband professionally befere his death a 
fabrication. They say the doctor’s inten- 
tions toward the widow and his declarations 
of love for her were entirely unknown until 
some time after her husband’s death. Dr. 
Spranger and Mra. Darling were married in 
this city on the 6th of last month, at Corpus 
Christi Church. - The bride was given away 
by her uncle, Mr. Tfernan. Owing to the 
delicate health of her son, Tiernan Darling, 
Mr. and Mrs. Spranger went to California. 
They are paying an extended visit 
to the doctor’s father in Santa Cruz County. 
When Mrs. Flora Adams Darling, Mrs. 
Spranger’s former mother-in-law, heard of 
her marriage, she was greatly incensed. She 
had; it is said, obtained from her daughter-in- 
law considerable eums of mnoney during the 
long illness of her son. When Mrs. Darling 
arranged for her second marriage she de- 
termined, it is stated, to cease all intercourse 
with her former mother-in-law, and this is 
said to be now the occasion of the latter’s 
vindictiveness. 


CARD FROM MRS.SPRANGER'S LAWYER 


Cautions the Public Not to Believe the Sen- 
sational Charges of Mrs. Darling. 
Washington, D. C., April 19.—Friends of 
the family here place absolutely no credence 
in the New York story of the alleged poison- 
ing of Edward Irving Darling by his wife, 
now married to Dr. Francis Spranger. Mrs. 
Darling was formerly Miss Beatrice Gay 
Klingle, daughter of a_ well-to-do-citi- 
zen, and at his death she in- 
herited a comfortable —fortufie. Her 
husband fell from a building four years ago, 
and after that accident his nervous system 
was terribly shattered. He emoked inces- 
santly and drank freely, and when he died 
last year the physicians gave the cause of 
death as the excessive use of stimulants. Mrs. 
Flora Adams Darling, who makes the charge 
in New York now, was opposed to the 
marriage in the first place. People here 
say tne poisoning story is simply 
preposterous, as young Darling’s habits, al- 
though brought on by the fall, were too well 
known to be questioned by any.but a fond 
mother. Mrs. Spranger’s attorney, William 
Birney, this afternoon published the follow- 
ing card, which reflects the general sentiment 
of the puisoning case,whatever may be thought 
of the subsequent marriage to Dr. Spranger: 
The absence of the accused lady on a wedding 
tour in California imposes on me the duty of 
cautioning the public to place no confidence in 
the sensational statements published in the 
morning papers. From facts in my possession 
obtained in along and intimate relation to the 
principal parties as attorney and confidential 
adviser, my judgment is that the statements are 
as imaginary as anything in Rider Haggard’s 
novels. WILLIAM Breney. 
The Star speaks of the charges as having re- 
sulted from a family difficulty. Mrs. Sprang- 
er’s step- mother: lives here, but refuses to dis- 
cuss the matter. She and Mrs. Spranger’s 
other relatives do not place credence in the

THINK MRS. DARLING .IS CRAZY, 


Dr. Spranger and His Bride Are Favor- 
ably Known in Detroit, 

Detroit, Mich., April 19.—]Special.]—The 
story which the elder Mrs. Darling tells of 
Dr. F. X. Spranger and his wife, implicating 
them in the death of her son by poisoning, 
was exploited by her when she was in Detroit 
at the time of her son's death, overa year 
ago. The matter was investigated 
by Prysecutor Frazer and others 
at that time, and the conclusion 
reached that the charges were baseless. It 
was believed that grief over the death of her 
son, whom she idolized, had affected her 
mind, and it had since been supposed the 
matter was dropped. ~ Investigation estab- 
lished the fact that young Darling and his 
wife had not lived happily together while in 
Detroit. He used intoxicating liquors to ex- 
cess, and as a result was frequently forced to 
seek medical treatment. The wife finally 
declared she was unable to live itonger with 
Darling and consulted a lawyer with 
the intention of procuring a divorce. 
Before that step was taken the husband was 
seized with the illness which ended fatally. 
The younger Mrs, Darling bore an excellers 
reputation while living in Detroit, and «no 
stock is taken by her friends and acquaint- 
ances in the sensational story which is now 
made public... Young Dr. Spranger is also 
well ‘and favorably known. He has an office 
at No. 33 Miami avenue, isa member of the 
Michigan Athletic Association, and a grad- 
uate of the State University. His friends 


simply laugh at the sensational charges pre., 


ferred by the elder Mrs.’ Darling. Prose- 
cutor Frazer said today: 

i first heard from the elder Mrs. Darling early 
in 1893, whenlI first went into office. At that 
time she began writing me ietters from Mount 
Clemens, were she was with her son. She wrote 
that young Darling was being poisoned and 
asked for advice as to the best course to pursue. 
After her son’s death she called upon me in per- 
son. - She claimed the young man had 
heen poisoned with antimony and that she 
had a dying statement made by him. She also 
inclined to the belief that his wife was crazy. 
She thought the young woman had a hand in the 
poisoning and said she was afraid she might also 
poison the children. I finaily made up my mind 
she was not quite right. Icould find no proof 
whatever in support of her statements. . The 
only thing] could find against Dr. Spranger was 
that he had attended the young man. | after- 
ward had a letter from an Assistant District-At- 
torney of New York and told him what conclu- 
sions | had reached. What I could not under- 
stand was the mother’s motive. -

Fatal Accident at Chicago Ship Building 
Company’s Yards, 

Three men were killed and six injured at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning by the collapse 
of hoisting machinery in the Chicago Ship 
Building company’s yards at South Chicago.

The hoisting apparatus was used in the 
construction of the steel merchant steamer 
Arcadia for John Corrigan. The beams 
were sprung above the half completed vessel 
at intervals of fifty feet from stem to stern. 
They were held in place by wire guy ropes 
fastened to stanchions on the ground at the 
ship’s side. One of the smuall guy ropes 
broke. Under the increased strain on the re- 
maining stays one of them snapped, and with 
ita heavy cable gave way. The bow beam 
fell as its supports were weakened and 
knocked the other three girders down one 
after another. Thirty men were at work on 
the decks under the giftders. Jhe accident 
happened without warning and but a moment 
ortwo passed between the breaking of the 
first rope and the time when the girders were 
lying ina confused mass onthe decks, In- 
jured men were struggling beneath the 
wreckage and others were hurrying to assist 
in the work of rescue. Blake and Harvey 
were at work riveting the plates on the deck, 
and were struck by the samepole, It crushed 
in their chests and caused instant death. The 
other injured were scattered over the deck, 
The wreck smashed the tools of the workmen 
and broke and twisted the iron plates that 
were lyin® about ready for use. 

The dead bodies were taken out of the yards 
in a patrol wagon and were sent to Krebs’ 
morgue in South Chicago. They will be held 
there until the Coroner’s jury is impanelied 
and hears the story of the accident. The in- 
jured were placed on an Illinois Central train 
and were sent to the City Hospital. 

Supt. Babcock said the accident had been 
caused by a disobediencé of orders on the part, 
of the emp!oy6é who spliced the rope. 

Of the injured John Conly, who tived at the 
Ewing House on One Hundred and First 
street, may recover. His legs and arms were 
broken and physicians say his spine is injured 
but recovery is not impossible. He wasa 
member of the ironworkere’ crew and was 
standing near the men who were killed, J. 
J. Hand, whose injuries are also said to be 
fatal, is suffering from a fractured spine and 
broken limbs. Fatalities are not expected to 
result in the other cases. Many others be- 
sides those whose names were given vere 
slightly injured by flying fragments, but were 
not serious enough injured to prevent their 
caring for themse! ves, 

At the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, where 
McCallion and Conly were taken, it was found 
that the former’s injuries were much more 
serious than was at first suspected. Beside a 
compound fracture of the leg McCallion was 
suffering from internal injuties, which caused 
him intense pain. Everything possible was 
done for him, but he died at 7 o’clock last 
evening. 


KILLED IN A DRUNKEN QUARREL. 


Richard Burke Stabs Fatally William 

Condon, a Companion, 
' Richard Burke, during a drunken quarrel 
last nigkt at No. 4806 Justine street, stabbed 
and instantly killed Willia.n Condon. Burke, 
with Gilbert De Normandy, William Donni- 
gan, and Edward Green, was locked up at the 
Stock-Yards Police Station to await the Cor- 
oner’s investigation. The men who were 
arrested were all conéerned in the quarrel 
and are all young, unmarried men employed 
at the packing houses. Burke submitted 
quietly to arrest. As he was being taken to 
the patrol box he took the weapon he had 
used from his pocket and handmg it to the of- 
ficer said, ** I did it with that.”’ In the street 
where the fight occurred the officers found 
another pocket knife which it is supposed be- 
longed to Condon. Burke was found to have 
a bad cut on the left side and a'so one on the 
rigbt hana. It is thought these were inflicted 
by Condon. Condon’s body was taken to the 
county morgue, 


FALLS UNCONSCIOUS IN THE STREET, | 


Ex-Gov. A. G. Porter Stricken with Apo- 
plexy, But Will Recover. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 19.—[{Special.]— 
IEx-Gov. Albert G. Porter, who is now 70 
years old, had a stroke of apoplexy on 
North Meridan street at 6 o’clock this even- 
ing and was found unconscious .on the side- 
walk. Mr. Porter had started to walk from 
the Denison Hotel to his residence on Capi- 
tol avenue, a mile distant, when a rush of 
blood to the brain overcame him. Mr. Por- 
ter partly regained consciousness before 
the ambulance arrived at his home, and 
late tonight his recovery was assured un- 
less there should bea relapse. Gov, Porter 
went to Congress in ISS8 and continued in 
Congress through the war. He was elected 
Governor in 1880 over Franklin Landers,and 
was appointed Minister to Italy when Gen. 
Harrison became President. Since his re- 
turn from Italy he has been living quietly 
at his home here.

FRED STINSON DIES IN NEW YORK. 


Pneumonia Proves Fatal to the Noted .The- 
atrical Manager. 

New York. April 19.—[Special.|—Fred 
Stinson, the theatrical mahager, died here of 
pneumonia today. He was 47 years old. He 
leavesa young son. His wife died some 


years ago. 

{The last time Fred Stinson was in Chicago— 
it was only a feW months ago. and he was then 
directing the fortunes of Mrs. Julia Marlowe, 
Taber—a short sketch of him, accompanied by 
portrait, was published in Tuk SUNDAY TRIBUNE. 
His theatrical experience was related therein 
from tne time when he went into the service of 
John Stetson in Boston to the present time, when 
he was regarded as being particularily shrewd 
in managing female stars in legitimate. drama. 
He won his reputation in this branch of theatrical 
business by piloting Mme. Modjeska through 
several of her most successful tours in this coun- 
try. His experience was of great benefit to 
Miss Julia Marlowe, whom he guided 
through the sboals of her beginnings; 
but his contract with her was to expire at the 
end of this season, when she integded to go to 
England for an indorsement. Mr. Stinson, who 
was of slight physique and smail stature, was 
known in the East by the soubriquet of “ Baby 
Boucicau)t,”’ having earned the name when, be- 
ing little more than a boy in Boston, he con» 
«detsed several of Boucicault’s London successes 


to his exfensive travels he had theatrical friends 
in every city in the country from one ocean to 
the other, and he ‘was known to all as a bon 
vivant, as endowed with executive ability, and 
as aman who was fonder of the Shakspearean 


* drama than be was of the profits of his calling.

Charles Knox,the Hatter, Dies. 

New York, April 19.—{Special: ]}—Charies Knox, 
the hatter, died this morning at his home, No. 
46 West Tenth street. He was conscious to the 
last, and his son and daughter, with the two 
children af the latter, were at his bedside when 
he died. Charles Knox was Born in Ire- 
land 77° years ago in the same parish with 
Robert Bonner: and Alexander T. Stewart: He 
came to this country in 1835. For thirteen 
years he dévoted himself to obtaining 
a- thorough mastery of the hatters’  busi- 
ness. In 1845. at No. 110 Faitop street. he made 
his first venture in business life. The business 
increased and he removed to No. 128 Fulton 
street, then to the Sun newspaper building. 
He remained there until 1853, when he ob- 
tained a long lease of the building on tho 
corner of Fulton street and Broadway. Two years 
later he tore down the wooden structure and 
erected a new building. In 18655 this building 
was burned by the same fire that caused the de- 
struction of Barnum'’s Museum, which it ad- 
joined. Mr. Knox retired from baginess in 1878, 
and since then his son. Edward M. Knox, has 
continued it. Mr. Knox lived for. thirty-five 
years at No. 46 West Tenth street. His wife died 
six years ago. He leaves a widowed daughter, 
Mrs. Robinson, and one son.

MONEY FOR CURRENT EXPENSES. 


Funds Held by Mr. Kochersperger That Be- 
long in the City Treasury. 

While the city is considerably embarrassed 
for money to meet its current expenses it is 
estimated that there isa sum amounting to 
$1,500,000 in the depositories of County 
‘lreasurer Kochersperger that should be in 
the possession of the City Treasurer where 
Controller Wetherell could get at it. Chair- 
man Madien of the Finance committee’ and 
Controiler Wetherell have both notified the 
County Treasurer that the city must have the 
taxes which have been collected for it. The 
law requires the County Trea-urer to settle 
with the city every ten days. Tuesday Mr. 
Kochersperger turned over $100,000 to 
the city; all realty taxes not paid by 
Muay 1 will be subject to a penalty and 
it is usual for 80 per cent of the total amount 
to be in by that time. None of the city em- 
ployes have been paid for the fuil month of 
March, and only the laborers in the sewer 
pipe extension service have been paid for the 
first two weeks of the month. 

The retiring City Treasurer, M. J. Brans. 
field, settled with the city yesterday and 
turned over $36,000 as the city’s share on 
the interest which has accumulated on the 
public funds during the two years he has 
been in office, The ordinance provided that 
Mr. Bransfield shou!d retain 60 per cent. 
The city’s share was 40 per cent, which 
athounted t» $45,000, but the treasurer was 
allowed $9,000 for the three paying teliers 
who were sent out with the pay wagon.

The Protective Agency for Women and 
Children was nine years old yesterday. Dur- 
ing these months thousands of wronged 
women and ufcared for children have been 
given gratuitous aid. As the objects of the 
agency are to secure justice, give legal ad- 
vice and extend mora! support to the help- 
less, the work of these philanthropic wo- 
men has been far-reaching. 

Fully fifty interested women attended the 
annual meeting held yesterday afternoon at 
the Woman's club rooms. ~- All the reports 
were enthusiastic and encouraging, the 
greatest need being named as a lack of doal- 
lars. After a brief address by.the President, 
Mrs. Fannie Howe, the agent, Mrs. Lilian 
Dryer, said the agency had conSidered 2,406 
applications during the year. This number 
includes every imaginable kind of ..com- 
plaint. The assistant agent, Mrs. Moulton, 
has made 624 visits to Jydges and police 
courts. The lawyers report the consider- 
ation of 125 cases, 

The agency is supported mainly by dele- 
fates, each one paving $100 yearly, from the 
Woman’s club, the South Side club, the 
Friendly Aid Society, and the Kenwood 
Evangelical Church.

LEO GIVES ENGLISH HIS BLESSING. 


Eneyclical Addressed to the British People 
on Unity in Faith, 
_. London, April 19.—The Papal encyclical in 
regard to the union of the Anglican and 
Roman Catholic Churches, which will be pub- 
lished here fomorrow, is addressed to the 
‘English people who seck the Kingdom ef 
Christ in unity of faith.” It opens with an 
expression of a long-cherished desire to ad- 
dress them in a epecial letter, Continuing, 
the Pope says: 

God is our witness to how koen our wish is that 
some effort of ours might tend to assis® and fur- 
ther the great work of obtaining the reunion of 
Christendom. 

After citing the evidences of the love and 
care of the Roman Pontiffs for Engiand from 
the time of Gregury the Great, his Holiness 
dwells upon the increasing need of unity 
atnong those holding the Christian faith as 
the meuns of defense against the inroad of 
modern errors, and continues: 

The time cannot. be far distaht when we must 
appear togonder an accaunt of our stewardship 
to the Prince of Pastors. How happy and blessed 
should wo be if we could bring him some proof, 
some realization of these, our wishes, which he 
inspired ard sustained. In these days tour 
thoughts turn with love’and hope to the English 
people, observing, as we do,. frequent manifest 
works of divine grace in their midst, how some 
of the religious confusion gnd dissension causes 
deep concern, how others see clearly the need of 
some sure defense against the inroad of modern 
errors, Which only too readily honor the wishes 
of failen nature and depraved reason, and how 
the number of religious and discreet men sincere- 
ly laboring for reunion increases. 

The Pope turns to alf"Bogland, to what- 
ever community or institution they may be- 
long, desiring. to recall them to this holy 
unity. His Holiness grants to all who pious- 
ly recite the prayer to the Blessed Virgin ap- 
pended ts the encyclical an indulgence of 
300 days, and ho moreover grants a plenary 
indu'gence once a month to those who recite 
itdnily. The encyctical, which abounds in 
biblical quotations, concludes by calling the 
blessing of God upon the English people. 


AMERICAN SOCIETY DINESIN LOXDON., 


Inaugural Dinner Marked -by the Greatest 
Cordiality and Enthusiasm, 

London, April 19.—The inaugural dinner 
of the ‘‘American Society in London,’ was 
held tonight atthe Ca‘é Royal, presided over 
by Thomas F. Bayard, the American Ambas- 
sador. The dinimg hall was beautifully dec- 
orated with festoons of American flags. Over 
the Chairman’s table was a mosaic portrait of 
Washington, surrounded by American flags, 
One hundred and fifty of the ost prominent 


Americans in England were present, and in 


addition some members of the American col- 
ony in Paris, who came to London especially 
to attend the banquet. ‘ 


Mr. Bayafd had at his right hand J. B. 


Eustis, American Ambassador to France, and 
at his left Andrew Carnegie. - The guests in- 
cluded the-entire staff of the American Em- 
bassy. Mr. Bayard toasted the Queen and 
then the President of the United States. 
Both toasts were received with uproarious 
cheering. In the course 6f his speech Mr. 
Bayard explained the objects of the society, 
and said he hoped it would always uphold 
American traditjons. Mueh could come of 
this nucleus. American citizens could see 
nothing but good in it. The band played 
Hail Cotumbia while the toast to the Presi- 
dent was being honored. 

H. B. Chamberlain followed Mr. Bayard, 
proposing a toast to the society and giving 
further details of its aims. He announced 
that dome special greeting would be given to 
Adlai Stevenson, Vice-President of the United 
States, on his arrival in London.

American Resident in London,’’ Andrew Car- 
negie to ‘‘ The American Binationalist,’’ Cof- 
sul-Genera!

Sugar is now being shipped direct to New York 
froém Honolulu. New arrangements have been 
made by the Weste Sugar Refining company 
for this purpose. Iftis estimated the new deal 
will divert at least 30,000 tous of sugar from the 
port of San Francisco to New York during the 
present year. This will cause considerable lcss 
to the lumber and coal laden vessels which come 
to Honolulu from the Pacific coast. Railroads in 
the United States will also lose cdénsiderable in 
freights, as the new sugar is being carried around 
Cape Horn. The first vessel leaving Honolulu 
for New York carrying sugar was the Kenilworth 
and it had aboard 3,998 tons, invoiced at $200,- 
423. The Charmer carried 2,918 tons, invoiced 
at $149,175, and the 7. F. Oaksisin the harbor 
preparing to receive a cargo.

When President Cleveland arrivéd at the 
White House this morning from his country 
home at Woodley he found a large number of 
tourists standing upon the portico waiting to 
receive him. They made no attempt to bar 
his entrance to the mansion or to ehake his 
hand. They appeared to be satisfied tosay 
they had been within a few feet of the Presi- 
dent and had a good look at him. 

Old Washingtonians do not pay as much 


deference to the dignitaries connected with > 


the administration as do visitors to the na- 
tional capital. These daily inspections of the 
President as he drives in from his country 
home are one of the features dwelt upon by 
the guides who do business in the vitinity of 
the White House, 

Ever since the President took up his abode 
at the Woodicy House it is his custom tou come 
into town about. half past 9 or 10 o'clock 
daily, excepting Sunday. The guides are 
aware of this fact and manipulate their pa- 
trons so as to have them reach the front door 
of the Executive Mafision just about the time 
the President or any of the members of his 
family cotne in from the country, 

In fair weather an open carriage is used and 
it is observed the President always sits on the 
right side of the carriage. He invariably 
enters the carriage first, regardiess of who 
lf Mra. Cleveland 
happens to.be with him he enters the carriage 
just the same and he allows her to alight be- 
fore he does. __i_, 

This morning he lingered s2veral minutes 
at the side of the carriage giving directions to 
the coachman, William Willis, who appears 
to be fully conscious of the great responsibil- 
ity that attaches to his position as Presi- 
dential coachman. 


These little incidents do not escape the 


lynx-eyed tourists, and they do not hesitate to 
comment upon what appears to many, of 
them to be a lack of chivalry on the part of 
the President. Not all of them understand 
that it-is supposed to be *‘ good forin’”’ for the 
President to enter the carriage first, sit on the 
right hand side, and leave the vehicle last. 

The President looks as though the country 
airagreed with himsfor his complexion is 
good and the limp which bothered him so 
long is slowiy disappearing. It.is understood 
he takes considerable more exercise in the 
country than hedid while he resided in the 
White House. Besides he does not spend as 
many hours at his desk as heretofore, and al- 
together bh takes life much easier than dur- 
ing the earlier part of the present administra- 
tion.

Mrs. Durant, mother of the accused, says 
slie has evidence for the defense which will go 
to upset the bearing of the statement of Wit. 
ness Hill, who testified before the Coroner’s 
jury that he had.seen a couple answering the 
description of. Durant and the dead girl stand- 
ing near the church about 8:30 on the night 
of the murder and who afterwards entered the 
churchyard, 

This afternoon the police received informa- 
tion from a laundry that a pair of bloody 
trougers had been left for cleaning. The po- 
lice say that the.trousers are too big for Du. 
rant, but they will fo'low the clew. 

Dr. Bartiett, who conducted the autopsy, 
testified today that. Miss Williams died of 
asphyxiation as a result of having part of her 
clothing forced down her throat by the mur- 
derer and that the knife wounds found on 
various parts of her body were inflicted after 
death. Healso testified that the girl had 
been outraged.

FINDS NO BODIES FROM THE: CHICORA 


Capt. Napier Decides It Is Useless to Con- 
: tinue the Quest. 

Capt. Napier of South Haven, with the 
aid of the steamer Sunbeam and a carriage 
and team of horses, continued his search 
for bodies from éhe Chicora yesterday. 
The beach from South Chicago to Michi- 
gan City, Ind., was thoroughly examined, 
but beyond large quantities of wreckage 
from the lost steamer nothing was discov- 
ered. From South Chicago Capt. Napier 
sent the Sunbeam coasting along the shore 
while he and a reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
drove in a carriage:-along the beach. Four 
miles from: South Chicago the searching 
party found a large number of life-preserv- 
ers belonging tothe Chicora, Further along 
the after gangway and gang plank and a 
hatch belonging to the main deck were 
found. When nearly twenty miles from 
South Chftago the wreckage became so 
scarce th Capt. Napier sent the carriage 
back and went aboard the Sunbeam. The 
boat meanwhile had picked up in the lake 
a barrel of flour, part of the Chicora’s car- 
go, a bag of flour, and a large section of 
bulkhead. On reaching Michigan City Capt. 
Napier decided furthef search was useless.

Exposure of Harvey’s Falsehoods in His 
“Coin” Book, . 
Pittsburg Dispatch: The plan of demon- 


strating a social or religious theory by writ-, 


ing a work of fiction and making the imagi- 
nary facts come out in accordance with the 
theory has heretofore been worked very 
hard. FKdward Bellamy has proved in his 
mind that community of property is the 
ideal state by imagining a community in 
which everything is lovely. 

{His book had a tremendous sale at first. 
Everybody was reading and talking about 
it. A year later his whole scheme had played 
out. All sensible people discovered that it 
was folly and humbug. Just the same hap- 
pens to all nonsensical and charlatan 
schemes.—Ed.] 

Naturally by this romancé method of rea- 
soning whenever any one attempts to dis- 
pute the statements of Montana Harvey, 
alias “‘Coin,’”’ he is easily dumfounded by 
whatever the 16-year-old juvenile instructor 
chooses to say. The argument starts from 
a basic assertion—that is given far more 
than its real importance—to the effect that 
among the first things:done by the fathers 
of the republic was to make 371% grains of 
silver the unit of values, that ‘‘this contin- 
ued to be the law up to 1873”; that “silver 
fixed the unit,’’ and that the unit ‘‘has not 
been disturbed while the quantity of metal 
in the gold coin Has been changed.’’ Two rep- 
resentatives of the business world in Chicago 
are, according to the fiction, overwhelmed 
by this assertion. This shows the ease with 
which antagonists can be conquered in the 
imagination; for.in real life, whatever a 
youth who undertakes to instruct the world 
might take it into his head to say, adults 
who entered the discussion of the monetary 
problem would be likely to inform them- 
selves that by the law of 1785 the silver dol- 
lar was fixed at 375.64 grains of fine silver; 
by the,act of 1792 it was made 416 grains of 
the fineness of 892.4 thousandths; and by the 
act of 1837 it was made 412 grains ‘00 fine. 
In the coinage laws prior to 1873 the weight 
and fineness of the silver coin was changed 
three times, and that ef the gold coin was 
changed three times. 


The Bosh “Crime of 1873.”’ 

The eminently successful method of 
knocking down men of straw which Mon- 
tena Harvey uses appears in the dealings 
of the supposed argument with * the crime 
of 1873.’’ which is héld‘up to the public op- 
probrium in this, as in all other free silver, 
propaganda, At the inception of this branch 
of the subject an antagonist, *‘ Young Mr. 
Medill,’’ objects that he is told by his father 
that only 8,000,000 silver dollars were coined 
prior to 1873, and they failed to circulate, 
irdicating that there was not so much ofa 
‘** demonetization’’ of a coin of which there 
was but $8,000,000. ‘‘ Coin’’ [Harvey] tri- 
umphantly answers that the correct state- 
ment is that there were but 8,000,000 silver 
dollars coined, but that in the same period 
-of eighty years $97,000,000 was coined in 
dimes, half-dimes,- quarters, and halves, 
and that beyond that million anda quarter 
worth per year the United States permitted 
Spanish, Peruvian, Mexican, and Bolivian 
dollars to pass‘as legal tender. This triumph- 
ant marshaling of silver currency prior to ’73 
caused the young journalist to ‘“‘ turn red 
in the face and hang his head,’’ according to 
Montana Harvey. 

It was certainly a wise precaution to pro- 
vide an extremely young journalist to be 
confuted by that argument, for a journalist 
just arrived at maturity would be misplaced 
in his profession if he did not see the obvi- 
ous answer that if the silver in the form of 
dimes, half-dimes, quarters, and halves met 
the needs of the people, the *‘ conspiracy of 
1873 ’’ was harmless. For it continued that 
form of silver coinage exactly as before. 

The ideal state produced by coining $97,- 
000,000 of fractional silver, or twelve times 
the coinage of silver dollars, in nearly eighty 
years, was continued by coining $64,000,000 
of fractional silver in twenty years since 
1873,:or at a rate eight times greater. Be- 
tween youthful disputants this would be a 
complete demonstration that, according to 
the juvenile logic of ‘*‘ Coin,’’ the ideal con- 
dition prior to 1873 was made actually mil- 
lennial by the coinage since that date. 
Coinage of Gold Prior to “The Crime” of 1873 

But debaters of mature years, instead of 
16-year-old boys, who wish to obtain the 
thorough knowledge necessary to accurate 
conclusions, will find a good deal more in 
the same connection, which by the fictitious 
method of reasoning is utterly ignored. The 


peculiar style of education in ‘‘Coin’s Finan-— 


cial School” takes care to say nothing 
about the amount of gold coinage prior to 
1873. Yet that information placed side by 
side with the silver statistics is most im- 
portant. During the eighty years which the 
Nation is represented by ‘* Coin ”’ as. having 
been so poor it ‘could coin only 8,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars, and that $97,000,000 fractional 


silver served the needs of the people for . 


eighty years, it coined $1,097,000,000 in gold 
(1,097 millions). .For every: dollar of what 
Harvey's juvenile instructor holds to have 
been ‘‘the unit of value prior to 1873,’’ it 
coined $137 in gold. This is a fact utterly 
ignored by the advocates of the free silver 
schooll; but it shows the Nation was prac- 
tically on a gold basis prior to 1873 for 
eighty years, though theoretically on the bi- 
metallic basis; and that the only general use 
of silver was as fractional currency, thenas 
now. Why does Harvey’s romance pamph- 
let conceal this very important fact? [Only 
a dishonest rascal would be guilty of doing 
it.] 
Cheating Creditors as a Hard Times Remedy. 
It is one of the singular features of the 
‘free silver craze that it is based‘on the be- 
lief that an arbitrary reduction of the money 
standard from 100 cents to dollars worth 50 
cents would benefit the people by lessening 
the actual payment of debt and retaining 
the purchased, and borrowed, and unpai 
property. Yet a very slight knowledge of 


’ the statistics of debt in this country would 


‘show the fallacy of the assértion. The 
debtor whose farm or home is mortgaged is 
the one whose case appeals to the popular 
mind; yet the debt of that class is but one- 
eighth the total of all indebtedness in the 
country—* Coin’? makes it one-sixteenth 
by his characteristic statistical inaccuracy. 
The largest single item of debt is that of the 
railway corporations; and the reduction of 
the standard would make a present of about 
$2,000,000,000 to those corporations at the 
cost of the ordinary investors in their bonds. 
Such a reduction in the purchasing power 
of the unit of value would take away ap- 
proximately one-half of the deposits of 
every depositor in the savings banks of the 
country for the benefit of the borrowers of 
these: banks. It would make a similar re- 
duction from every life-insurance policy for 
the enrichment of the capitalist in the life- 
insurance companies and the men who bor- 
row life-insurance funds. It would cut pen- 
sicns in two; filch half from every workman 
who had saved something from his wages; 
and depreciate every investment by which 
widows and orphans are supported. Yet 
that great infliction on every industrious 
pcrson who has made a little provision for 
his family, and from which the great cor- 
porate speculators and manipulators would 
be the chief gainers, is held up as the ideal 
popular benefit! 
An International Agreement. 

This nation. wasted a good many years and 
some hundreds of millions of its credit in 
proving that although ‘it coined over fifty 
times as many silver dollars as it did prior 
to 1873, it could not, by itself, sustain the 
price of silver. The trouble was in inter- 
national cessation of silver coinage, and the 
remedy can only be attained by interna- 
tional bimetallism. So long as the United 
States was bearing this load Europe was 
well content. Hardly more than a year after 
the United States refused to load itself 
.further with silver, Germany, heretofore an 
‘obstacle, has taken steps toward bimetal- 
lism, and the bimetallic party in England 
has shown more strength thanever. Unless 
the free silver fever, of which ‘“‘Coin’s Fin- 
ancial School’ is a vagary rather than an 
expression, interferes to” make the United 
States the dumping ground of the silver of 
‘the world, the prospect for attaining the 
true solution in international bimetallism 
is hopeful. 

An international agreement by which sil- 
ver and gold are placed together on a ratio 
expressing their true Value will overcome all 
except the most extreme factorsof change. 
That consummatien will not be advanced 
by such one-sided statements, such fictitious 
demonstratfons, and such bald misrepresen- 
tation of opposing argument as those which . 
characteri the educational fictions of.

All of thesé men are Winnebago Indians and 
assisted the two Indians now in jail at-the 
time Sheriff Muilin was arrested yesterday. 
French and Yellow Bank placed the handcutts 
on the Sheriff’s wrists, and deep bruises attest 
the fact that the bracelets were there. Mullin 
was taken before a Justice of the Peace while 
at the agency and agreed to appear tomorrow 
for trial. The Justice is an Indian. The 
County Judge who issued the warrants today 
isan Omaha Indian. He is an intelligent 
man, who was admitted to the bar in 1889, 
and been on the bench two years. He 
gaya his jurisdiction in the reservation has 
never before been questioned, and he has fre- 

vuently issued warrants for the afrest of the 
dians, all of whom are voters in Thurston 
nty. ° 

The trouble grows out of the refusal of the 
Flournoy d company'‘and its lessees of 
Indian lands to vacate the property in favor 
of persons to whom the agent, Capt. Beck, 
has leased directly. The Flournoy company 

‘ leased the land from the Indiaas themselves, 
while the other faction leased from the agent. 
The Indian police are with Beck, acting under 
his orders, while the Flournoy company is up- 
held by the Sheriff of the county. 

* The Flourncy company claims the United 
States is trying the wrong legal tactics, and 

no standing in court because it hus by 
@ suinmary writ of mandatory injunction 
sought to eject the settlers of the 
Indian lands which they heid by virtue 
of leases from the Flournoy company.

AFTER TAX SHARKS. 


RESOLUTION TO INVESTIGATE THE 
ASSESSMENT ABUSES. 


It Is Introduced by Representative Miller 
and Its Aim Is to Look Up Alleged 
Undervaluations by Assessors and 

' Frauds That Are Said to Be Committed 

in Cook County by the Officers Charged 
with the Collection of Revenue—Legis- 
lative Proceedings. 

Springfield, Ill., April 19.—[Special.]— 
Representative Miller of Couk introduced in 
the House today a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a apecia! committee charged with the 
duty of investigating the abuses said to exist 
in the assessment of property for taxation in 
Cook County. Mr. Miller says he opposed 
the resolution at the solicitation of a number 
of taxpayers residing in his district. He has 
not consulted with the Vivic Federation with 
regard to it and his putpose was not ‘known 
until the resolution was offered to the House. 
At Mr. Miller’s request it was made a special 
order for Wednesday morning next. It*would 
have been adopted today had Mr. Miller 
pressed a motion to that effect. The House 
was in the right mood to indorse the resolu- 
tion. It isas follows: 

Whereas, It is frequently stated in the press 


Assessors in this State collusively undervalue the 
property of certain individuals; corruptly and 
fraudulently enter into agreements with such in- 
dividuals fur the purpose of.reducing the amount 
of the taxes to be paid by them, thereby defraud- 
ing the public and compelling honest taxpayers 
to sustain more than their just burdén of taxa- 
tion; and 

Whereas, Itcan be shown by the books of the 
Assessors in Cook Caunty that thé value of the 
property as assessed in that vounty is nearly one- 
third less than it was in 1874, as appearing upon 
said books, when in truth and in fact the value 
and amount of property in Cook County have 
largely increased during that time; and 

hereas, It is openly charged and commonly 

believed that where Assessors have so wrongfuily, 
fraudulentiy, and illegally reduced the assess- 
ment of owners of property such Assessors have 
heretofore received as the price of such frauda- 
lent and iHMegal assessment a part of which 
would, under an bonést and just assessment, be 
paid into the public treasury: and 

Whereas, It is charged and believed that there 
are persons in the ostensible business of tax- 
adjusters whose real occupation is that of illegal 
and fraudulent go-betweens, who make illegal 
and fraudulent agreements between the owners 
and the Assessors for such wrongful and collusive 
assessments and receive as compensation for their 
services so wrongfully and illegally performed a 
_commission upon the amount of the reduction of 

taxes obtained; and

RISE IS NOT GENUINE, 


| BIGH COTTON AND OIT, PRIOES NOT 
JUSTIFIED BY THE DEMAND, 


Least Satisfactory Feature of the Trade 
Situation Is the Increase in Speculative 
Business, Which Absorbs Money Needed 
in Production and Distribution of Prod- 
uctseIron and Steel Disappointing and 
Cotton Manufacture Looking Up~Wool 
Production Increasing=Bank Clearings. 


New York, April 19.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly report of trade, which issues tomor- 
row, wilpsay: ‘In every speculative depart- 
ment business is growing, but this is really 
the least satisfactory feature of the situation. 
Cotton, oil, and wheat climb above the export 
price, so that the marketing of products 
abroad must be checked, and money is ab- 
sorbed which ought to be emptied jn product- 
ive industry and in distribution of products to 
consumers, Everybody knows oil has not 
risen 200 per cent because it is intrinsically 
more valuable, nor is wheat actually worth 
more than it was two or three weeks ago, but 
the expansive and upiifting force has fortu- 
nately taken to speculation rather than to 
production, and so we have higher prices in 
all speculative markets without a large de- 
mand forconsumption. Stories of combina. 
tions between the Standard Oil company and 
Russia as to partition of the oil-consyming 
territory by no means account for recent 
prices of petroleum, which appear to be en- 
tirely fictitious. 

There is no evidence that cotton is in 
larger demand than it was when the price 
was a cent lower, but prices have been so low 
for months that an upward moveinent was 
easy without much reason, though stocks 
here and abroad are 300,000 bales larger 
than they were at the same date after the 
greatest cropever produced hepétofore, and 
spinners here and abroad have (taken about 
1,600,000 bales more than they have con- 
sumed. 

Prevents a Decrease of Acreage, 


“ The rise tends to prevent the decrease of 
acreage, which is its one reasonable excuse. 
Wheat has advanced over three cents during 
the last week, and the Western receipts are 
small, only 1,002,846 bushels, against 
1,766,829 last year, but Atlantic ports for 
three weeks of April have been only 5,666,- 
481 bushels, flour included, against 5,680,- 
366 last year, and there is no indication that 
the foregn demand will increase, while the 
prospects for this year’s crop are considered 
excellent. Western receipts are not large, 
and it would be strange if they were with 
prices so low ancing. Exports con- 
tinue to indicate that the European demand 
will not be particularly heavy this season. 

‘Outside of speculative markets the most 
important feature is the rise in the price of 
beef, which is largely due to the control of 
sources of supp. y oy a few strong corpora- 
tions. There ought to be, but apparently is 
not, sufficient power in the hands of the gov- 
ernment to meet any such conspiracy against 
the public, and the proposal of Secretary Mor. 
ton to admit Mexican cattie and cattle from 
Canada on easy terms for the benetit of con- 
sumers is heartily commended, though 1t is 
not likely to have much influence, ‘The actual 
decrease in receipts of cattle at the four chief 
Western markets has been 200,000 head dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1895, and the quantity 
killed has been only 80.000 head less than 
last year, about 10 per cent, Dut facts have 
little to do with prices in this case, as in the 
case of oil. 


Iron and Steel Situation Disappointing. 


**In iron and steel the situation is rather 
disappointing, although the output continues 


not seem to increase, Structural forms are 
in large demand, but sales of wire are about 
30 per cent less than last year, and in other 
branches there is no perceptible gain. It is 
still an open question whether the consump- 
tion will support the manufacture at the pres- 
ent rate, wnich is at least an eighth below the 
present maximum. 

**The cotton mills are encouraged by im- 
proving prices and are fairly busy. Sales of 
wool at the three chief Eastern markets have 
been 18,334,300 pounds for three weeks of 
April, against 14,602,800 last year, which 
indicates that the production of goods is at 
present larger than it has been at any other 
time for nearly two years, and, while foreign 
com petition is seriously felt in some branches, 
the manufacturers are making a vigorous ef- 
fort to retain the home market, even in lines 
which they at one time expected to abandon.

BULLISH SENTIMENT IS IN CONTROL. 


More Active and Decidedly Higher Specu- 
lative Markets the Result, : 
New York, April 19.—Bradstreet’s Finan- 
cial Review tomorrow will say: 


The increasing bullish sentiment has asserted 
itself with some force this week, resulting in a 
more active and decidedly higher market. It 
cannot be said, however, that speculation has 
broadened to any great extent. The demonstra- 
tion this week was dfle to professional interests, 
the public taking very little part, while London, 
though of a more favorable opinion of ** Ameri- 
cans,’ did not purchase. The salient features 
were the large number of stocks which recorded 
advances, the disregard of ail unfavorable de- 
velopments, and the evident absence of selling 
foreither short or long account. erings, in 
fact, were mainly confined to traders who de- 
sired to realize profits, the absence of real 
pressure in any direction making it possible for 
prices to be advanced on comparatively small 
transactions. The lack of outside buying power 
is so marked, however, that the “street,’’ as 
usual, tries to identify the large interests which 
are evidently absorbing stocks. 7 

One story, which must be taken only for what 
it is worth, is that the movement bas been engi- 
neered by the bond syndicate and is designed t 
attract European buyers to this market. A more 
probable explanation. however, would’ be that 
the striking advance in the price of commodities 
has ‘encouraged not one but a number of the 
largest financial interests of the country to take 
a builish position, and this support, whicb takes 
the place of public participation, makes the mar- 
ket so indifferent to unfavorable conditions. How 
marked the latter tendency is may be measured 
by the fact that the granger stocks were strong 
in the face of continued poor earnings. and 
that the passing of the Baitimore and Ohio's 
dividend created no impression save a temporary 
drop in the stock itself. Toward the end of the 
week conservative interests became more con- . 
yinced that a reaction is due and necessary. the 
fact that silver, petroleum, and cotton have all 
receded from the highest figures being pointed 
to as an argament for something similar in 
stocks. The further vrogress of the market 
in fact seems to depend upon the develop- 
ment of active foreign interest in our market, 
and though London is cheered by the probable 
conclusion of peace between China and Japan 
its energies are still concentrated on speculation 
in South African mines, but ee attention being 

et paid to American stocks. 
tbe volume of general trade has maintained 
the previous week’s proportions and at some 
points shows noteworthy increases as compared 
with the total ayearago.

SILVER AND FARM PRODUCTS, 


Price of Silver Has Nothing to Do with 
Price of Farm Products. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Now that the 
crusade tocommit the National Democracy 
to free silver has been started, that old lunacy 
that silver demonetization, jg the cause of 
the reduction in thé price of farm products is 
being brought to the front again. Some of 
the most important farm products have risen 
in price at the saine time that silver has been 
going down. For example corn, which 
brought 49.8 cents a bushel in the New York 
market in 1879, commanded 50.9 cents in 
1894, the prices mentioned being the average 
for the years named. For oats the average of 
the earlier year was 37.1 cents and of the 
later 37.2 cents. The same lard which sold 
for 6.62 cents in 1879 brought 7.75 cents in 
1894, aud the pork which in 1878 was sold 
for $9.88 was in 1894 up at the $14.18 
mark. These are the figures presented in the 
Statistical Abstract, which is prepared by thg 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington. The 
year 1879 is seiected here for comparison be- 
cause that was the yearin which specie pay-. 
ments were resumed by the Treasury. 

mer ins, be time in which silver has been 
rapidly declining—for its average price was 
$1.12in 1879 and only about 50 cents in 
1894—corn. oats, lard, and pork have ad- 
vanced. Consequently if the decline in sil- 
ver has sent wheat and cotton down it must 
have sent corn, oats, pork, andlard up. The 
relatign between silver and both sets of 
farmers’ products must be the sameif there 
be any celation at all. If “silver demoneti- 
zation’’ is responsible for the changes in the 
pricee of agricultural products it must oper-: 
ate in opposite directions at the same time. 

By the way, it "is not demonetized—about 

600.000,000 circulates in this country 
as coin orsilver notes.—Ep.] If it does, then 
ithas not been a very bad thing for the 
fariner, for all that he has lost on wheat he 
has made upon the immensely more im- 
portant product, corn, and the advance in 
pork, lard, and oats puts a nice balance oo 
the right side of his profit and loss account. 

The truth is. of course, the so-called silver 
demonetization has had nothing todo with 
the changes in the prices of these products. It 
did not send wheat down or corn oP 
fluctuations in supply and demand in each 
article are the chief causes of the change in 
price. Wheat, corn, pork, and the rest of the

icles of necessity for a series of years will 
ow that the prices of no twoof them ever 
bear the same ratio to cach other or to silver 
for’ two years in succession.

The 
cheapening of the processes of production 
and transportation has been one of the causes 
of the reduction of prices of commodities in 
the last dozen or score of years, and the in- 
crease of production without a corresponding 
increase of deniand has done the rest.

them in intemperance and in ill-regulated 
and ill-advised charity. In ’New York:a 
committee reported that nothing was so 
fruitful a source of poverty asrum. At that 
time 11,000, or-oneseventh of the popula- 
tion of. the city, were actually living on 
charity. Seven-eighths of these were per- 
.8ons reduced to abject poverty by the inor- 
dinate use of liquor. It was estimated that 
at that time the receipts of the dramshops 
would buy all the bread and fuel consumed 
in the’city. There were then 1,900 Ifcensed 
and 600 unlicensed places where spirits were 
sold, or one for every forty persons. Five- 
year-old children could buy a cent’s worth 
of liquor. The prevalence of drunkenness 
was the cause of a general movement in be- 
half of temperance and better morais which 
Swept over the Atlantic States. The pover- 
ty and distress which continued for years 
led to a great humanitarian movement, one 
of the first manifestations of which was les- 
sening the severity of the laws for the im- 
prisonment of debtors. 

“For the smallest debt possible to con- 
tract, though it were but a cent in value, 


an, would be seized by the creditor and cast 
into jail. By the Pennsylvania law magis- 
trates were allowed cognizance withofit ap- 
peal of debts under 40 shillings, or $5.33 in 
amount. When the debt exceeded that pal- 
try sum the debtajf wns entitled by law to 
a Stay of execution. But no such happiness 
awaited the poor wretches who owed a six- 
pence or a shilling, and who each year were 
dragged to prison by thousands on what 
were truly called ‘ spite actiéns.’’ Once be- 
hind the prison walls they were consigned 
to a fate harder than that which awaffed 
the worst criminals. Murderers and thieves, 
forgers and counterfeiters were clothed, fed, 
and cared for at the expense of the State. 
But for the unhappy man whose sole offense 
was his inability to pay a few cents no such 
provision was made. The,food he ate, the 
shreds that covered him} the medicine he 
took—nay, the very rags he wrapped about 
his sores—were provided, if provided at all, 
by his friends, by the public, or by 
Some humane society. The. room’ in 
which he was confined with scores 
of other offenders was utterly without fur- 
-niture of any sort. In it were neither beds 
nor cots yor tables nor chairs, nor so. much 
as a bench or stool. He sat on the floor, 
ate off the floor, and at night lay down to 
sleep on it like a dog, without mattress, 
blanket, or covering; and this misery he en- 
dured till he died, or his debt was paid, or 
his creditor released him. Against this at 
length -humanity revolted, and in 1794 a 
change for the better was ordered. ‘Where- 
as,’ says the law then enacted, ‘ many per- 
sons confined for debt in the prison called 
the debtors’ apartment in the City of Phil- 
adelphia are so poor as to be unable to pro- 
cure food for their sustenance or fuel or cov- 
ering in the winter season, and it is incon- 
sistent with humanity to suffer them to want 
the common necessaries of life, the State 
must come to their relief.’ It was then or- 
dered that the inspector should provide fuel 
and blankets for such debtors as, by reason 
of their dire, poverty, could not get them; 
and should make an allowance of seven 
‘cents a day for food and charge this against 
the creditors. If any creditor refused to pay 
after the day’s notice his debtor was to be 
discharged. For twenty-two years the com- 
munity seems to have thought this mild 
concession was all humanity required, for 
no further change’ was made till 1814. Then 
was passed the ‘bread act,’ under which 
each prisoner whose debts did not exceed 
$15 was entitled to a discharge after an im- 
prisonment of thirty days.”’ 

Between Jan. 1, 1820, and April 1, 1822, 
3,492 persons were imprisoned for debt in 
Boston, 2,000 of whom owed less than $20, 
and 430 of whom were women. One brute 
had a woman who owed him $12 dragged to 
jail with an infant at her breast. There she 
and her child remained in a crowded room 
for twenty days, by which time the infant 
had become insane and was carried away by 
a stranger to breathe its last while the moth- 
er remained in confinement. Yet another 
creditor imprisoned a woman for a debt of 
$3.60 and forced her to leave two children 
under 2 years of age behind her. A man who 
was lodged one bitter night in the Cam- 
bridge jail froze to death before morning. 
One debtor was imprisoned for thirty years. 

During 1816 1,984 debtors were confined in 
the Debtors’ Jail in New York City. Of these 
1,120 were imprisoned for debts under $50. 
Of these 729 owed less ‘than $25 each, and 
every one of them ‘would have starved to 
death but for the kindness of the Hiimane 
Society. One man who had been confined 
for a debt of $50 remained in the jail for 
three years before death ended his misery, 
and during this entire time was fed by the 
Humane Society. The West was more mer- 
ciful than the East. When Indiana and IIli- 


mission into the Union éach made it part of 
the fundamental law of the State that no 
citizen should be imprisoned for debt un- 
less he refused to give up his estate.

Next came an attempt to reférm the 
criminal codes and penitentiary systems. 
In 1809 a committee appointed to visit the 
bridewell or City Prison of New York-re- 
ported that— 


ment seventy-two prisoners, guilty of twen- 
ty different crimes—vagrants and prosti- 
tutes, thieves and drunkards, offenders sen- 
tenced for sixty days, paupezs who had mis- 
behaved at the almshouse, women commit- 
ted on suspicion or held as witnesses, black 
and whité, old and young—were indiscrim- 
inately mingled together. Some, destitute 
of garments of every kind, Went about with 
rothing but a dirty blanket wrapped around 
them. Ail were very ragged, all were very 
dirty, and having’ no beds were forced to 
sleep on the floor. Their food consisted of 
three days in the week of meat and potatoes, 
and at other times of mush and molasses. 
‘The mush was brought in a great tub, 
around which the prisoners gathered and 
fed themselves, some with spoons, some 
with tin cups, some with their hands, while 
one of their number, armed with a whip, was 
appointed by the keeper to maintain order. 
i" The one region of our country which 
showed no. signs of moral.awakening was 
the District of Celumbia. In it when the 
quarter century closed were the most bar- 
barous criminal code and the foulest prison 
in the United States. On the Virginian side 
of the District thirty crimes were punish- 
able with death, and on the Maryland side 
fourteen. A white man who broke into a 
storehouse, warehouse, or tobacco-house 
and stole to the yalue of five shillings, or 
escaped from jail when confined on charge 
of felony, could, under the law, be: put to 
death. 

“ The jail was as bad as the code. Through 
the middle of it, from end to end, ran a broad 
passage with eight cells on a:side. Under 
each cell was’an arched sewer. With this 
sewer the cell was connected by a hole which 
was cut through the brick floor, and served 
asasewer. In these sixteen rooms, not one 
of which was over eight feet square, the 
Marshal of the District was often forced to 
confine seventy and even eighty persons, the 
innocent with the guilty, the old with the 
young: nay, not infrequently the witness 
with the criminal against whom he Was to 
testify. A member of Congress who visited 
the prison declared, in his place in the House, 
that in one cell there were seven persons— 
three women and four children; that they 
were almost naked; that they had neither 
bed, nor chair, nor stool, nor any of the com- 
mon necessaries of life, and were compelled 
to sleep on the damp brick floor without any 
Other covering than a few dirty blankets.”’

. Some of the Chicago Democrats are com- 
plaining now ofthe predominance of the 
Irish element.

Many Irishmen were coming to 
America then. Having but little money, and 
no idea how to make a livelihood, numbers 
of them were stranded in the seaboard cities.

Ireland; that no one should be permitted 
to buy more than a square mile; that the 
price should be $2. per acre, payable one- 
third after four, one-third after eight, and 
the rest at the end of twelve years; that the 
settler must cultivate twenty out of each 
hundred acres “he bought, erect a suitable 
tenement, and if he did not comply with 
these three conditions should be dispos- 
gpessed when the twelve years were out. 
Congress refused to do what was asked 
of it. 

In 1817 the American Colonization society 
Was organized. Although the condition of 
the free people of color was infinitely worse 
than now, they were as disinclined to emi- 
grate as they are now. Those living in Phil- 
adelphia* adopted resolutions stating that 
“our ancestors were, though not from 
choice, the first cultivators of the wilds of 
America, and we, their descendants, claim 
a right to share in the blessings of her lux- 
vuriant~ soil, which their blood and sweat 
manured.” Other blacks declared that they 
were willing to colonize, but the place must 
be in the United States and not in Africa, 
and that Congress should be asked to assign 
them a spot on the waters of the Missouri, . 

On the first page of this volumeisa slip of 
the pen of the author which managed some- 
how to escape his eye when reading the 
proofs. Speaking of the bad harvests in En- 
gland in 1811, that “with wheat at $140 a 
quarter, and no hope of exchanging manu- 
factured goods for food, it needed no sagaci- 
ty to foresee that the winter of 1812 would 
be one of great distress and suffering.

Max Nordaw’s work on “ Degeneration, 
which has probably by this time had its day 
in Europe, is now in its English translation, 
lately published by Appleton & Co., and ‘s 
exciting much attention in this country. 
The wide range it covers in literature and 
science, the caustic style of the author, and 
the truthfulness with which it hits off many 
modern shams will insure this and undoubt- 
edly secure it a certain degree of popmbarety 
amongst the general reading public. t 
may, indeed, become a temporary fad, de- 
generacy and its stigmata become common 
catchwords with the populace, and possibly 
even Nordauism be added to the crazes of 
the period. These, it may be said, have their 
uses: the public wants something to talk 
about, and what ought to be demanded is 
only that the subject be reasonably whole- 
some; a little foolishness cannot be excluded 
and ought not to be considered alarming. 
On the other hand, even the denuncia- 
tion of the silly enthusiasm of 
day may be carried to an . ex- 
treme and ead. directly to the 
evil it condemns, just as one has seen a man 
who, in his zeal to avoid the common super- 
stition about seeing the moon over his leit 
shoulder, camé@ finally to suffer real anx- 
jety when he saw it over his right. At any 
rate, it is to be hoped the eynical temper of 
Nordau’s book will not become the fashion 
and his slashing style of criticism be adopt- 
ed by others less competent than himself. 
One had almost said “ even less,’’ for there 
are many places in his book where a sort of 
scientific sciolism and superficiality is mani- 
fest. Norda» is said to be a physician, and 
his work shows evidence of wide medical 
reading, but there are many places where 
his medical judgment and some where his 
medical information seem sadly at fault, As 
an example of the former one may take his 
apparent assumption of the equivalence of 
the inco-ordination of infancy and that in 
in spinal ataxia, and of the latter his state- 
ment that the absence of megalomania in 
Oswald Alving absolutely precludes the 
diagnosis of paretic dementia. As far, in- 
deed, as his criticism of Ibsen’s dramas goes, 
one would conclude that the latter author’s 
medical knowledge was fully equal to that of 
his critic, and if one has crammed from 
Prosper-Lucas the other has done so as in- 
discriminatingly from Weissmann and other 
recent writers. Indeed, while saying noth- 
ing in favor of another author, Zola’s works 
gave far better evidence of accurate 
medical knowledge than does this book of 
Nordau’s, which wisely refrains from crit- 
icising them in this respect. 
accuracies would not be the most impor- 
tant kind of defect in literafy productions 
like those of Ibsen, but when the charge is 
made that they exist it ought to be based 
upon adequate and accurate knowledge on 
the part of the critic. 

There are other defects of this kind in the 
book; the author’s ignorance, for example, 
of certain conditions of American life is 
shown when he cites the various occupa- 
tions of Walt Whitman as an evidence of 
his degeneracy. Like his master, Lambroso, 
however, whom he <alls *‘ one of the ioftiest 
mental phenomena of the century,” he has 
his theory, and everything must be bent 
and strained to support it. 

Taken as a whole, the book gives one the 
impression of sensationalism; while it has 
many true things in it its general over- 
statement, its inaccuracies, and lack of can- 
‘dor spoil it for a scientific work. Things 
are not as bad as the author represents; he 
sees too exclusively the seamy side. Men 
have not in this age reached the degree of 
degeneracy of morals and manners of Abra- 
ham’s time, and it is probable that in noage 
of the world were men better in all respects 
that they are now: Degeneracy is a term 
that catches the attention, and the book 
will sell, not on account of its merits but 
because its pseudo-science falls in with one 
of the lines of thought that are current at 
the present time.

“ How the Republic Is Go*erned.” 

The object of this book is to give as con- 
cisely as possible an account of the form of 
government of the United States and of the 
functions of the three great departments— 
legislative, executive, and judicial—and 
their various branches. . Such a book, care- 
fully prepared, may be of Value to those who 
like to take their knowledge in an exceed- 
ingly condensed shape, but this little man- 
val unfortunately is marred by errors some 
of which are inexcusable. It is difficult to 
see how they could have been committed, 

The Federal Constitution was not “‘con- 
structed by a convention of delegates or 
deputies from the original thirteen States,’’ 
for Rhode Island was not represented at all 
in that cOnvention. It is stated that‘‘should 
the Legislature fail to choose a Senator be- 
fore adjournment the Governor’ is em- 
powered to fill the vacancy until the Legis- 
lature shall meet :and elect a Senator for 
that term.” But the Senate decided two 
years ago in the Montana case that the Gov- 
ernor cannot fill a vacancy where the Legis- 
lature. fails to elect. 

* The Congressional districts are or may 
be arranged by the Legislatures of the 
States orice in ten years.’ There is no limi- 
tation 4o onceinten years. It has been done 
much oftener than that when party exigen- 
cies seemed to require it. ‘‘ Any State may, 
by the action of its Legislature, choose to 
elect all of its Representatives, or a part of 
them, on one general ballot by all the peo- 
ple, and not by the voters in the separate 
districts.” For over half a’century States 
electing more than one Representative have 
been compelled to choose them by districts. 
When one or more Representatives are 
chosen on a general ticket, it is because the 
number has been increased and the Legisla- 
“ture has not had an opportunity to make a 
reapportionment. 

“The President’s salary may not be in- 
creased during his official term.’’ Nor can 
it be diminished. ‘In order to secure nat- 
uralization the applicant must be a free 
white person, or a person of African de- 
scent.”” Any person can be naturalized ex- 
cept a Chinaman. All other Asiatics and 
the islanders of the sea are eligible. It has 
not been “the usage of Congress to place 
the executive power of the local government 
of the District of Columbia in the hands of 
a Board of Commissioners.”’ It has been 
governed thus for twenty years, but for 
nearly three-quarters of a century prior to 
that time the City of Washington was gov- 
erned by a Mayor and Aldermen, and the 
District outside the city by the Levy Court. 

It is stated that ‘“‘any person may bring 
to the mints any quantity of gold or silver 
and on the payment of a small sum for the 
expense of coinage receive. it back in the 
form of coins ready for circulation.” The 
chief question which is agitating the United 
States now is whether a man shall be per- 
mitted to take silver to the mint and have it 
coined for him. He cannot now, and the 
Populists and free silverites are moving 
heaven and earth to secure for him that dan- 
gerous privilege. When this book falls into 
the hands of a free coinage advocate he will 
be exceedingly astonished.

Bible student, and the general student of 
the highest and most scrupulous department 
of modern criticism and investigation. 

A. D. F. Randolph & Co. bring out a third 
edition of Dr. George Matheson’s book, 
“The Psalmist and the Scientist.’’ The 
aim of the author is to show that the re- 
ligious seritiment of the past has not been 
superannuated by the modern scientific con- 
ception of nature. This is a subject that 
is of great practical moment at the present 
time, and Dr. Matheson discusses it ,in a 
way that’will gain for him the respect of 
the scientist, which is saying a great deal 
under the circumstances; for modern sci- 
ence ig not disposed to listen with patience 
to any plea for what it regards as the out- 
worn emotions of an unproved faith.

Just as she 
began to think herself superior to her sur- 
roundings she was surprised to hear two of 
the teachers discussing her with the result 
of pronouncing her work little short of fail- 
ure, She took one of these, Lucilla Denni- 
son, into her confidence and friendship, and 
from her learned what was necessary to 
real success. She practiced the lesson so 
well that she-was transferred to a much 
more important school, and Lucilla went 
with her as head assistant. 

Lucilla had a decided leaning toward So- 
cialist doctrines and a high personal admi- 
ration for Paul Sheridan, a leading orator 
on those subjects, who subsequently was 
elected member of Parliament by the votus 
of the working classes. Honora went to 
one of his lectures, and found the Chairman 
of the meeting to be Leslie Lyttleton, ‘a 
scholar and gentleman,’’ whom she had 
known in girlhood and from whom she had 
expected great aid in her studies. At first 
Honora was horrified. But she attended 
other lectures, and then Socialist reunions, 
gradually discovering that there was much 
in common between the movement and the 
self-sacrifice of her father. Then a French- 
man, an Anarchist, comes into view. He 
wants to smash everything, while Sheridan 
aims to reform existing conditions without 
destroying anything that is not really bad. 
Soon these two recognize each other as ene- 
mies, not necessarily in person, but in prin- 
ciple, the Socialist being the worst foe of 
anarchy, while the Anarchist is the worst 
foe of socialism. The tiger nature of the 
French Anarchist comes out at last. He 
makes a dishonorable proposition to Lucilla, 
who takes to her bed and dies alone: he stabs 
Sheridan and escapes to France, where he 
is arrested after having thrown a bomb. 
These sad denouentents bring Leslie -and 
Hionora together, and though she declares 
she “ will never marry” they are united, 
and “‘ live happy ever afterward.” 

The book is written in sympathy with the 
more oppressed classes of English society, 
and with efforts for their improvement by 
peaceful measures. Sheridan is the apostle 
of that idea, but neither he nor any other of 
the characters is made an imaginary hero. 
The situations are natural, the persons pos- 
sible, the action not strained, the incidents 
free from the sensational. The story is one 
with a moral, but that moral is not obtruded 
upon the reader, not even the evident point 
that the transition of woman from the old to 
‘the riew’’ may be conceived of asa different 
process to that supposed by some exponents 
of the new doctrine. (‘‘Transition.” A 
Novel. J. B. Lippincott company.) 


“The Fables of Asop.”’ 

Selected, and their history traced by J.

Macmillan & Co. “So the tales were told 
ages before Aesop,’’ says Thackeray in ““The 
Newcomes,”’ “and asses under lions’ manes 
roared in Hebrew; and sly foxes flattered in 
Etruscan; and wolves in sheep’s clothing 
gnashed their teeth in Sanskrit, no déubt.”’ 
Seven hundred of these chatming tidbits 
mingled of honey and vinegar occur here 
and there in English dress, five hundred in 
L’ Estrange’s collection alone. The fable is 
ah art form so precions to literature that it 
has never been allowed to die since its first 
appearance in fable loving India. Aesop, 
the Samian slave, was the magnet about 
which, 500 years before the birth of Christ, 
all the golden granules of antiquity gath- 


ered, and then another slave, Phaedrus, 


took up the:cue and spread the discovery 
through the Roman Empire, to be followed 
by Babrius, and finally by the monks anil 
the writers of the “Gesta Romanorum.”’ 
The magnified European “Aesop” as we 
know it, is the work compiled and translated 
into Latin and German by one Stainbrowel, 
about the time Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica. Old Stainbrowel gathered these bits 
from Planudes, Romulus (Phaetirus), Marie 
de France, Babrius, Avian, Poggio, and Al- 
fonsi; but from whatever source they came 
their popularity was instantaneous and im- 
mense, and they have formed the constant 
delight of children, big and little, ever since 
Aesop closed hiseyes. Plato, Plutarch, Bid. * 
pai, and all Oriental teachers love these 
small but vivid parables, which always teil 
their story with such directness and sim- 
plicity, and never can be misunderstood. 
Chaucer loved them, and so did old Jo- 
hannes Pauli, who, -in his fifteenth-century

The School of Myths. 

The eighth annual literary school of the 
Chicago Kindergarten College opened Mon- 
day evening, Aprii 15, and closes this morn- 
ing. “Myths” was the subject, and in the 
treatment almost every phase of folk and 
fairy lore and story was presented. The 
first session was a poet’s evening—‘* Scenes 
from Homeric Life,” poems by Mr. Snider 
and Mr. Block. ‘* Theology and Literature” 
was the subject of a talk by Dr. Thomas, 
and was in his happiest vein. The discus- 
sion was interesting, the Rev. Dr. Wilson 
giving a fine historical account of the Ni- 
cene creed. In reply Dr. Thomas said it isa 
curious fact that with all the discussions 
that are going on no one is attacking either 
the apostles or the Nicene creed. In speak- 
ing of the Book of Job, he said there the 
devil is represented as a kind of government 
detective who is going about to see if men 
were what they pretended to be. In the old 
Faust legend Faust was saved by the 
church, This did not satisfy the sense of

he soul of Faust face itself and h d it to 
the task until he/chose to do the right. To 
know the beautiful he must be the beauti- 
ful; to know the truth he must live the 
truth: to know the good he must ‘be the 
good, and give all right out to others as God 
does. The soul is so great in itself that it 
must work out all its problems consciously 
to itself. It must be free to work out these 
problems until at last it has the beatific 
vision. Goethe has contributed to the new 
theology, as his books can go where theo- 
logical works cannot, Miss Harrison. said 
“the three great principles of the kinder- 
garten are the self-activity of man, the 
freedom of the will, and the supremacy of 
God.” Tuesday evening Pref. Starr read a 


paper on “ Polk Lore and Tales,” showing 


how they were originally nature myths. 


’ Wednesday morning Miss Harrison told the 


story of Menelaus and Proteus as she tells 
stories in the kindergarten. She said ‘‘that 
which limits the mind of the child to the 
opaque. facts is a partial education. We 
must see through these facts to the trans- 
parent spirit beyond.” Mr. Willitson said 
that the true educator is always a good 
story-teller. A student of the college told 
the story of Rinehild in the dramatic style 
the children so love. Mr. Snider said the 
‘‘myths have seized hald of the scientists 
-even—the story of Proteus is the story of 
evolution.,’’ 

Wednesday evening Prof. Moulton gave a 
history of the story from the earliest‘times 
down, ending with the ‘‘ dramatic ro- 
mance,” which he thinks is one of the great 
educational factors of this age. Thursday 
morning Mr. Snider talked of fairy tales in 
Homer, ‘ There are two tendencies in the 
human race—one to nature, one to spirit. 
The supreme object of the myth is to repre- 
sent spirit. It must have gome relation to 
nature, to the family, to institutions, and to 
the divine order. The ethical and spiritual 
elements of a myth cannot be taken out 
without tearing out its soul.’”” He talked of 
the tales of.the Odyssey, Proteus, and Poly- 
phemus especially. ‘‘ They were created by 
intelligence, seen by intelligence, must be 
put down by intelligence. The Wollf school 
of criticism would tear down the Homeric 
structure and pile up the stones. Others 
would make them all nature myths. Homer, 
the poet and artist, transformed the folk- 
lore of the Greek novel into a classic tem- 
ple.” ‘Thursday evening Mrs, Sherman 
read a fine paper on Prometheus, in which 
she gave a complete history’ of the legend, 
showing its changes as men changed. Fri- 
day morning a paper by Mrs. Bech-Meyer 
was read on the “ Spiritlore of Our Teutonic 

Forefathers.” .The paper brought out a 
-brilliant discussion by Mr. Mabie and oth- 
ers. Friday evening Mr. Mabie read a 
paper on ‘‘ The Methods of Myth-Makers.”’ 
Of Mr. Mabie it is said that the mantles of 
Lowell and Curtis have fallen upon him. 
This morning the school closes with a paper 
by him on ** Nature and Culture,” 


Brief Mention. 

A -touching though not a polished story 
is. ‘* The Unbidden Guest,” by Ernest Will- 
iam Hornung, which is repsinted in Long- 
mans’ Paper Library. It Telates the ad- 
ventures of a Cockney chorus girl who takes 
it into her head to palm herself off on an un- 
sophisticated farmer’s family as a guest 
whom the family is expecting from England. 
The scene, it should be explained, is in the 
neighborhood of Melbourne, in Australia. 
The kindness which the’ impish impostor 
meets with has an altogether unexpected ef- 
fect upon her character. This stroke of 
nature atones for all defects in the book, 
which contains the material for what is 
technically known as a “ soubrette play.’’ 
The central character, however, would call 
for the quality of acting which soubrettes 
do not usually possess. 

Prof. Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen’s “‘ Essays 
on Scandinavian Literature ’’ is the result 
of an ambition to write the history of his 
country’s letters, conceived twenty years 
ago, but never fully carried out. The chap- 
ter on Henrik lbsen grew into a whole vol- 
ume by itself, and the Swedish authors, Jo- 
han Ludwig Runeberg, Mrs. Edgren, and 
August Strindberg, and the Dane, Oehen- 
schlaeger, are reserved for a future volume, 
The present work contains: *‘ Bjornstjerne 
Bjornson,” *‘ Alexander Kielland,” ‘*‘ Jonas 
Lie,’’ *‘ Hans Christian Andersen,” ‘‘ Con- 
temporary Danish Literature,” ‘* George 
Lrandes,’’ and ‘‘ Esais Tegner.” (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons.) 

Hundreds of Americans whose hope and 
ambition is to go to Italy to study music will 
enjoy reading ‘ Letters of a Baritone,’’ by 
I‘rancis Walker, which has just been pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons of New 
York. It consists of a number of letters 
which an enthusiastic student of singing 
wrote to his sister in New York during a 
residence of something more than fifteen 
months in Florence. In that time he studied 
under several masters and saw much of the 
artistic side of Italian life, and in preparing 
his letters for publication he has retained 
all the charm of intimate correspondence, 
having eliminated only such passages as 
are purely personal, 

Under the title of “ The Man Without a 
Memory” Messrs. Charles Scribnér’s Sons 
republish a collection of short stories by 
William H. Shelton that have in large part 
previously appeared as magazine articles. 
In their collected form they make a neat 
volume that will wel! serve to while away 
an idle hour now and then. . They are rather 
above the average modern short story in 
interest, and most of them have what to 
many readers will be a merit, their subjects 
cover scenes relating to what for a long 
time was called the late unpleasantness, 
There is, however, nothing sectional in them 
or that, could be objected to in the least on 
this ground by any one, North or South.

PREPARI‘G FOR THE BAITLE, 

The St. Louis Republic cites the celebrated 
debate of 1858 between Lincoln and Doug- 
las in this State on the slavery question as 
likely to find a close parallel in the coming 
fight on the free silver issue. Illinois bids 
fair to be, as then, the chief battie ground of 
the contending forces. Here the issue must 
be clearly defined and the victory won by ar- 
guments which will be repeated and quoted 
in other States and form the reasons for de- 
ciding the question at the polls, The posi- 
tions have many points of. similarity. Lin- 
coln took the scriptural ground that ‘a house 
divided against itself cannot stafid,” that the 
Union cannot be half siave and haif free, 
thatas a Nation we must be one thing or the 
other. | 

In the case about to be tried there must be 
some fundamental points agreed upon as a 
basis for the d.scussion. We must agree that 
measured by weight there is about eighteen 
or nineteen times as much silver as gold in 
the world, and that wherever silver is ‘‘ free”’ 
to. compete with gold as money of ultimate 
redemption one grain or ounce of gold will 
exchange for about thirty grains or ounces of 
silver. It must be admitted that in all the 
free silver countries the coin value of both 
the precious metals practically is equal to the 
bullion value of the metal contained in each 
coin, and that the ratio has widened till now 
it is fully thirty to one, notwithstanding the 
fact that in the countries which have not free 
coinage the silver is held and circulates at 
about double its. bullion value as compared 
with gold, 

Heuce the issue must be made on the fol- 
lowing proposition: The adoption of free 
coinage at 16 to 1 by the United Srates alone 
without waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation on earth would drive all the gold 
out of circulation and make this a silver 
monomeétallic country in which the silver dol- 
lar would circulate only at its bullion value. 
This proposition will be affirined by the op- 
ponents of the free silver craze in its present 
form, The latter part of it now is admitted 
by the eilver extremists, Probably they will 
admit the first part if pushed hard enough. 
At present they formally claim that under 
free coinage 100 cents worth of fold 
would circulate on equal terms side by side 
with 60 cente worth of silver, but 
they do not believe this, and some who are 
prominent among them already have thrown 
out hints that it may be necessary to reduce 
the weight of our gold coins by about one- 
half if we would retain gold in circulation. 
Several months ago Biand wrote something 
to this effect, and on page 141 of a pub.ica- 
tion that ought to be called a **crank’s finan- 
ciai school”’ we find the following: “If the 
commercial value of 23.2 grains of go'd is 
more than the commercial value of 3711 
grains of silver then reduce it to 22, 21, 20 
grains, or less if neces:ary to put the two ata 
ratio where the practical effect of free coin- 
age. when once set to working again, will 
demonsttate that the ratio is at its natural 
point and parity easily obtained.”’ On page 
143 the author says: ‘‘With silver remone- 
tized . .. we can, if nec*ssary, by act 
of Congress reduce the number of grains in 
a gold dollar till it isof the same value as 
the silver dollar. We can legislate the pre- 
mium out of goid.”’ 

There is little room to doubt that the silver 
extremists can be brought to concede this 
point, that they are working for a debase- 
ment of the currency unit to about one-half 
its present value, that they expect this and 
count on a reduction in the weight of our gold 
coins by some 50 per cent if gold is to be 
used at all. Then there will remain this 
question: Will it promote the public good 
to make the change proposed and advocated 
by the free silver extremists in the United 
States? This therefore is the real point at 
issue, the one on which the debate will have 
to turn, and the contestants on both sides 
may as well prepare forit. The **Coin”’ fel- 
lows will have to cease their scattering fire 
with small bird shot or they. will be mowed 
down by the solid cannon balls and bursting 
shells to be sent into their ranks by: the ad- 
vocates of honest money. The latter will 
argue the question as Lincoln argued the 
siavery question with Dougias.

NEGROES AS THEY SEE THEMSELVES. 

An interesting symposium upon the race 
problem was printed in a recent issue of the 
New York Sun—interesting because all the 
contributors were colored mei holding prom- 
inent positions in their respective States. 
The questions asked of them pertained to in- 
dustrial conditions, rates of wages, vaiue of 
real and personal wealth of Afro-Americans, 
and emigration as a solution of existing race 
antagonism, The repliesto these questions 
may be stated briefly and yet furn sh an idea 
how the race looks to its own leaders. 

In the District of Columbia there are 80,- 
000 negroes mainly engaged in unskilied 
labor by virtue of the despctic attitude of 
the trades,unions, and yet there are in Wasb- 
ington 3,000 colored real estate owners, 
holding $11,000,000 worth of property. Not 
a negro in the district would go to Africa. In 
Virginia the colored men own $1,300,000, 
are holding their own in skilled labor, and do 
not want to go to Africa. In West Virginia 
there ig antagonism in all departments of 
labor except agriculture. The colored men 
own about a million dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty and Africa has no advocates among them. 
In North Carolina there is no antagonism be- 
tween white and biack laborers. The latter 
are better off than they were twenty years 
ago, own twelve millions of property, and 
they do not want to leave the State. In South 
Carolina they are shut out of the skilled 
trades and yet they have $15,000,000 of 
real and personal wealth. S. J. Bampfieid, edi- 
tor of the New South, says: ‘I am sure that 
our people could do no more unwise thing than 
to go in any considerable numbers to Africa 
in their present condition. They would ruin 
themseives and do Airica no good whatever. 
Iam unalteratly opposed toany such scheme.” 
In Georgia there is no antagonism between 
white and black: labor and the negroes own 
over $14,000,000 of property, and yet one- 
third of them would goto Africaif they had 
the chance, In Fiorida capitalists and em- 
ployers discriminate again-t blacks, and there 
is g growing sentiment in favor of emigration 
to Africa. In Alabama Booker T. Washington, 
the well-known principal of the Tuskeegee In- 
stitute, says there is practically no trouble be- 
tween white and black laborers, that the latter 
pay one-fourth the State revenue, and not 2 
per cent of them would go to Africa if the 
opportunity were offered. In Mississippi the 
negroes have a hard chance to make a living. 
They are poor and discouraged and large 
numbers would go to Africa if a way were 
opened for free transportation. In Tennes- 
see white laborers rule the situation, and in 
Texas there is no open antagonism, but many 
would like to go to Mexico. In Arkansas the 
antagonism is pronounced and the cond.tion 
of the negro is worse since emancipation. 


. Half the colored men in that State would like 


to go to Mexico or Central America. In Mis- 
souri also they prefer Central America. 

The general outcome of the symposium 
goes to show that while there is not anything 
hkea general antagonism between white and 
black labor the negroes ere not hoiding their 
own in skilled labor. In ordinary labor 
whites and blacks practically receive the saine 
wages. The negroes are industrious, and in 
many States are getting homes of their own, 
and as arule are opposed to leaving this coun- 
try, and every one of the leaders furnishing 


| replies strenuously argues against coloniza- 


tion. Evidently the negroes feel that this is 


‘their home, and they are going to stay) here. 


Colonization will not be a factor in the settle- 
ment of the race problem. That may be 
taken as settled. 


FARM PRICES FOR WHEAT. 


The Washington Bureau of Agriculture } 


gives statistics.of average annual prices for 
wheat on the farm in the United States fora 
series of years) past. A grouping of the tig- 
ures shows for the five years enaing with 
1887 about 74 cents, and for the next five 
years, ending with 1892, it was 78% cents. 
The average for 1890 and 1891 was nearly 
84 cents, which was higher than that of any 
single year since 1883. These statistics are 
important as showing that the tendency of 
prices for wheat on the farm was upward 
rather than downward till recently. The 
price weakened in 1892 on the big crop of 
1891, and fell off further as a consequence of 
the severe business depression that set in a lit- 
tle more than two years ago as a result of 
a change in the national administration and 
policy. The decline could not be due to the 
course of silver or anything connected with 
silver, and it is fair to suppose at least a part 
of that decline may be recovered if the coun- 
try resumes the ineasure of prosperity which 
its people enjoyed previous to that unfortu- 
nate blunder which a majority of their number 
made at the polls in November, 1892. After 
making allowance for the effect of that there 
is nothing to forbid the conclusion that the 
price of wheat on the farms of the United 
States tends to steadiness through a long 
course of years, with minor variations due to 
relative abundance or scarcity in different 
seasons. 
by the citizen, but the break in prices arising

might have been prevented by keeping them 
out. 

There has been a decline in prices paid by 
the consumer which is not shown by these fig- 
ures, It is due to decreasing cost of trans- 
portation. It now costs less to bring wheat 
to Chicago than it used to do from the same 
distance, less to take it from Chicago to New 
York, and less to send it across the Atlantic 
from New York to Liverpool. This because 
almost every year brings improvements of 
some kind which tend to a reduction in the 
quantity of fuel and the amount of handling 
by human labor to move the bushel of wheat 
a named distance. And owing to'this the 
consumer gains an advantage which is not 
taken out of the producer. There is room to 
question the right of the latter to take all 
this advantuge for -himself even if 
it were possible for him to 
command it, which it is not, as the 
cheapening “of transportation processes is 
progressing in other parts of the world as weil 
as in the United States. This is no cause for 
complaint by the American farmer and con- 
stitutes no reason why the currency unit 
should be altered in order to give him more 
money for his grain if that were possible. 
The fact that prices on the f have not 
been reduced except as mento i how- 
ever, sedulously kept in the ba und by 
the free silver extremists, who are trying to 
make other peop'e believe that the farmer is 
getting less for his goods than he ought to ob- 
tain or than he would obtain if the United 
States were induced to cut the currency unit 
in two by adopting ‘“‘ free coinage at 16 to 1 
without waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation.”

It is asserted that Duluth and the 
territory tributary to it have no interests in 
common with Minneapolis and St. Paul and 
the territory tributary to them. Northern 
Wisconsin, it is asserted, belongs raturally to 
the “State of’ Superior’ rather than to the 
one it isa part of now. 

There isa measure of truth in these con- 
tentions. It is true also that if this new State 
were made, with its long stretch of water 
frontage, with its enormous mineral wealth, 
and with its chief city situated at the head of 
the lakes and commanding the trade of a 
great section of the Northwest, that State 
would in time be an exceedingly flourishing 
one, Nevertheless the scheme is impractica- 
ble, 

The new State could not be admitted into the 
Union without the consent of the three States 
it is proposed to deprive of territory. Not 
one of them will consent. Minnesota will not 
surrender Duluth, nor Wisconsin her front- 
age on Lake Superior, nor Michigan the Up- 
per Peninsula with its mines and its harbors. 
Each of these three States would consent to 
an extension of its boundaries, but not to a 
shrinking of them. 

Nobody will be harmed if the residents of 
the Lake Superior country discuss this scheme 
and dwell on the manifold advantages to be 
gained by its adoption. This will be an inno- 
cent.amusement. But they ought to under- 
stand that the necessary consent of the three 
States concerned never can be secured, 


THE SOUTH TOWN ASS <SSMENT, 

The Supervisor of the South Town in- 
formed a Tr1punzg reporter Thursday that the 
town officers had held a meeting at which the 
advisability of making this year’s assessment 
eight or ten times as large as that of last 
year was discuxsed, and “it need occasion no 
surprise if it is done.’’ That would raise the 
valuation of the real estate on the South Side 
to something like a thousand million of dol-

The Assessor, however, in whose hands the 
entire matter rests, says that “the is une- 
quivocaliy opposed to any such project,” and 
that ** the subject has never been discussed at 
a regular meeting of the board.’’ Whether it 
has been talked over at an informal one he 
does not say. That is immaterial, however. 
The important point is that the Assessor says 
he is not in favor of a project to make a con- 
fiscatory assessment, though it is evident that 
he thinks his deputies should get more pay 
than the Justices are inc ined to allow them. 

The simplest way out of the trouble is to

Tue latest dispatches givea clear idea of 
the controversy between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua. The former delivered its’ ulti- 
matum feb, 26, making three demands—viz. : 
(1) A money indemnity of $77,500 for al. 
leged injuries to British subjects. (2) Revo- 
cation of the declaration of bandishment 
against those subjects. (83) Formation of a 
com mission to decide by arbi‘ration the dam- 
age done to property of the British subjects 
expelled from Nicaragua. As to the first and 
third demands Nicaragua proposes that all 
questions of payment of money, whether for 
injuries to persons or property, should be 
arbitrated. As to the second demand it states 
that the deer¢e of banishment was revoked 
befcre the ultimatum was received. To this 
Great Britain replies, rejecting arbitration of 
the amount of indeninity for personal injuries 
and insists upon the payment of the $77,500. 
If, therefore, Nicaragua shall refuse to make 
this payment there can be but one recourse 
left for Great Britain, and that is to collect 
the money by force or to blockade the ports 
ot Nicaragua until the money is paid. Asa 
matter of fair play Great Britain should con- 
sent to arbitration and would do so were 
Nicaragua not a weak littie power. If it 
were dealing with a strong power it would 
readily concede there might be two sides to 
the question and that arbitration alone is 


competent to decide which is the right side. 


It would not be so quick to take the ground 
that no doubt can exist where the rights of 
British subjects are involved. The settlement 
of the question, however, is now reaching @ 
stage where this country‘is likely to be inter- 


ested. If we are to construct an interoceanic | 


canal through Nicaragua any hostile demon- 
stration or attempted occupation, apart from 
the operation of the Monroe doctrine, at once 
will become a matter of.the liveliest interest 
in this country.

The Easter Hams of Maryland. 
‘Probably nowhere except in St. Mary 
County, Md., is a “stuffed Easter ham” 
known and appreciated. There it is always 
to be found in the best houses at the end 
‘of the Lenten season. When the hams are 
eured in the-early winter a very large one 
is carefully selected from the rest and spe- 
cial attention paid to the bagging. This is 
then marked and set'aside. When desired 
to grace the Easter table this prize ham is 
out out of the bag, washed carefully, put 


jeaves, and little clusters of these should be 
ull 


» futo cold water, and allowed to gently sim- 


mer until it is about half done. It is well 
to set the ham boiler on the back of the 
kitchen stove, and there is no better rule 
than the wld one of seeing that the “ kettle 
‘only smiles on one side of its mouth.”’ 
When taken out the ham is set aside until 
it is cool and then skinned. The stuffing is 
répared by taking a “ good parcel ”’ of cab- 
e sprouts, a handful of.parsley, a small 
“piece of stale bread, and chopping them all 
together with plenty of black pepper. Deep 
gashes are then made in the ham with a 
sharp knife, about an inch apart, from the 
hock down the whole length of the ham, 
and these gashes are tightly stuffed to the 
yery bone with the greens. A wooden skew- 
er igs the best aid here. After that the ham 
fe baked untildone—an hour or so will prob- 
ably be enough. In preparing for baking 
4t is well to sprinkle the ham with a layer 
of sugar and a layer of cornmeal, and it is 
wise also to put about a half-pint of water 
Into the drip-pan, which should be setina 
close oyen. There should be no ha&sting, as 
the rising steam makes tenderness enough.

Use of the Hyphen Is Usually a Piece of 
_Snobbery. 

Hyphenated names in Europe may be di- 
vided into two categories—namely: those 
wherein the hyphen is a mere piece of snob- 
bery and affectation, and those wherein it 
is consequent upon’ a legal obligation. The 
latter are in the minority and are borne 
almost invariably by legatees and their de- 
scéndants, who have inherited property, 
usually real estate, contingent upon their 
tacking the name of the testator on to their 
own, Or else they are men who have mar- 
ried heiresses and been accepted as hus- 
bands for the latter on the condition that 
they should append the family name of 
their wives to their own patronymic. 

People in the other category who use the 

hyphen, merely with the object of creating 
the impression that they are of more ancient 
lineage than is really the case invariably 
prefix, instead of appending, the additional 
name. And it is this that enables one to 
distinguish the ‘‘ bona-fide double-barrel,”’ 
as Lord Randolph Churchill used to call 
_them, from those who are not. For you 
have only to ask Mr. Ponsonby-Janes for 
the name of his paternal grandfather in 
order to find out that the old gentleman was 
a simple Jones, devoid of the aristocratic 
Ponsonby; whereas in the case of surnames 
adopted in deference to testamentary dis- 
positions one will invariably find on inquiry 
that the paternal grandfather and ancestors 
bore the first of the two patronymics. 

The persons Who make use of hyphenated 
names without being compelled to do so are 
usually the owners of patronymics excru- 


’ ciatingly plebeian, who hope, vainly it is 


true, to redeem the commonplace character 
of their name by prefixing thereto one cal- 
culated, they trust, to create the impression 
that they are connected with some of the 
great houses of the nobility. Thus it is quite 
common to find Montmorency-Smiths, Plan- 
tagenet-Robigsons, and Vere de Vere- 
Browns. ,

However It Be, Present Styles of Hair- 
Dressing Are Becoming=How to Ef- 
fectively Arrange the Coiffure for Street 
and for Evening Functions—Care of the 
Hair Is an ArteFluffy Effects Are De- 
cidedly Passe=The Hair-Dresser Can 
Tell You Many Tricks of the Trade. 


Hair, woman’s crowning glory, is often 
anything but & glory, and can make a most 
beautiful woman fairly hideous if it is not 
becomingly arranged. The care of the hair 
has always been a very important part of 
a carefully groomed woman's toilet. 
Groomed seems an odd word to apply toa 
human being, yet there is a certain spic- 
and-span, well-brushed, well-cared-for look 
about a carefully groomed horse that ap- 
plies well to a woman who has every detail 
of herself and her costume im the highest 
state of perfection. 

Brushing, and careful brushing, night and 
morning produces the most satisfactory re- 
sults possible. One mother, who has in- 
sisted upon herself brushing her children’s 
hair forty times every night before going to 
bed, has had her patience well rewarded 
by the superb masses of hair which make 
her daughters admired by every one. The 
majonty of women.are not fortunate enough 
to be able to afford a maid who is an expe- 
rienced hair-dresser, neither have they the 
time to brush their own locks for any length 
of time morning and evening. Still, a good 
brushing, even for a few moments, and a 
thorough shampooing by some experienced 
hair-dresser once a month, says Harper’s 
Bazar, will keep ordinarily healthy hairina 
delightfully smooth and glossy condition. 


It is decidedly the fashion now to have 
smooth hair. Bangs are quite out of style, 
and even broad waves are losing favor. This 
is rather a pity, for while good taste never 
was so abused as in the fashion of banging 
the hair and waving it at the sides, still, the 
fact remains that soft, full effects about the 
face and a few curls on the forehead are 
most universally becoming. A great deal is 
said about a high forehead and broad brow 
showing unusual intelligence, but the intelli- 
gence is not of the artistic kind when the 
hair is strained back so tightly from a fore- 
head that reaches nearly to the top of the 
head that the eyebrows are absolutely pulled 
out of place. 7 

The Empire style has a great effect upon

Fortunately, 
like the hoop-skirt,; the chignon in these days 
can be very much modified, if not avoided 
altogether; and as there is more latitude in 
hairdressing than ever known before, it is 
not likely to becomé an absolutely fixed fact.

INTERESTING PIOTURE .OF THE 
VERSATILE FRENOH WOMAN. 


Gyp Is Loved by All Paris=<Slie Is Poet, 
Painter, True Parisian—Odd, Fantastic 
Lifé at the Villa in Neuilly=She Talks 
Charmingly of Her WorkeSociety 
Makes Her Weary=Does Not Care to 
Come to This Country=Greatly Admires 
the Independence of American Women. 


There are well-known names in Paris that 
call forth discussion, criticism, or perhaps 
derision. But mention Gyp and there is a 
tender smile, a comprehensive shrug, a little 
pleased exclamation, All Paris knows and 
loves Gyp, author,-painter, playwright, jour- 
nalist, and caricaturist, just as Gyp loves 
her Paris and knows it to the letter. 

One wild March afternoon I sat waiting for 
her, says a Paris correspondent in the New 
York Recorder. The room was pretty, dim, 
full of fantastic oddities, and one.of many in 
her charming villa mansion in Neuilly, very 
near and yet beyond hearing the throb of 
Paris. The room impressed me by the beauty 
of its coloring, so faint and delicate, with the 
background of old tapestries lining the wall, 
against which some exquisite paintings: were 
placed. Gyp has been a favorite subject for 
the painter’s brush, as there were several of 
her. One, at a summer place, a portrait of 
her as she sauntered along the quaint Brit- 
tany coast. Another picture shows Gypina 
dainty gray toilet, with a soft coloring of 
roses all about her. The names signed to 
these are the familiar ones of Louise Abbena 


‘and Aublet. 


A great jade-green frog of eccentric di- 
mensions lies in front of the open fireplace, 
and the tables are filled with bits of Sevres 
and prettily bound books. Bizarre are some 
of the touches of furnishing, such as the 
smallest of monkeys climbing a rope near 
the mantel. Over the whole place is that 
air of coziness which made me lean back in 


GYP, 


a comfortable chair near the fire and listen 
indifferently to the rush of the wind round 
the corners and gables of the villa. 


Gyp as a Hostess. 

With the prettiest of gestures Gyp wel- 
comed me, swept her draperies about her, 
and sank into a low chair, while her slight 
hands nervously toyed with a scrap of lace 
on her gown. 

*“*I am quite tired these days,” she said, 
**as I.have been so busy with Mile. Eve. All 
the rehearsals I have carefully watched, 
and then there are the thousand and one 
duties imposed on one when a play is pro- 
duced.”’ : 

“Tell me first,’’ I asked, ** how you came 
to take up this life of work, how you gave 
up the social side for the artistic and litera- 
ry, and how Gyp became your nom de 
plume,”’ 

“It is rather amusing, but I took Gyp 
from your English writer, Dickens’ story 
of *‘ David Copperfield.’ Dora’s dog’s name 
was Gyp, and it impressed me as the dearest, 
cutest of names, so about ten years ago, 
when I wrote my first book, I signed it Gyp 
because I dislike my own of Sibylle. My 
first attempt with the pen occurred this 
way: 

“It was at my villa in the country, and I 
had been entertaining a great many of the 
people of the place with a large hunt din- 
ner. Among the guests were many of the 
political leaders of the county. They dis- 
agreed as they always do, and, as it neared 
the end of the dinner, I leaned back, amused 
atsthe manner in which these well-bred peo- 
ple contradicted each other and gave vent 
to bright but rude speeches. Later on, 


* when they had gone, I wrote a skit, a sort of 


parody, founded on this incident, and sent 
it, for a joke, to one of the papers. To my 
surprise it was printed. It was unsigned, so 
each week I wrote various stories, and all 
were published, but I never signed anything 
until the- publication of ‘Le Petit Bob,’ 
and since then I have used Gyp as my nom 
de plume for all literary work and painting, 
with the exception of my caricatures. To 
these I sign the familiar Bob. I took it 
from ‘Le Petit Bob.’ I like these short, 
amusing names. 

“The reason I love my work and have 


been so faithful to it is because I have seen - 


end thoroughly sifted the social side, and 
it gives me ennui. I prefer my own way of 
living to the way which others order that 
you should live. 


Turns Night into Day. 

‘‘My hours at my desk are from midnight 
to 4 o’clock in the morning, or sometimes 
until the sun is rising. It is the only time 
I attempt any serious writing, and of course 
I do not rise until about 11 o’clock in the 
morning, when my horse is brought round, 
and I go for a canter through the Bois dur- 
ing all the season possible. Horseback rid- 
ing is one of my greatest delights, and I may 
here add that the life in open air is the only 
one that I care for. I adore it so much that 
I do all my painting right under the sky. My 
atelier back here near the stables and my 
other studio in the country I never enter. 
Every picture I have done has been either in 
my courtyard or on the Brittany coast. One 
at the seashore I did of myself. I am now 
doing illustrations for a book of mine. 
Would you like to see them?’’ 

It was with no self consciousness that Gyp 
one minute showed me a pastel of her 
daughter, and another produced the roofs 
of some illustrations of a humorous gional 
ter, while near me she had placed several of 
her successful books. Her manner Was at 
all times simple, but with the keenest enthu- 
siastic pleasure over her work. 

“Do you think of coming to America?” I 
asked, and her answer was given with a lit- 
tle shrug of her shouldérs as she said: 

“Cela depend. I am nota great traveler 
becauseM#any years ago, while I was taking 
a journey on the railroad, a dreadful acci- 
dent occurred. It was an explosion, and 
death came to me through suffocation. I 
saw them die all about me and escaped my- 
self only in time. To be stifled! O, that 
horrible sensation!” and here the dainty 
Countess buried her face tn her hands. 
“Even today the horrible memory is so 
strong that I cannot talk about it without 
suffering. I cannot even bear to be in a room 
which is locked. Not even the Chamber of 
Deputies. Iam afraid. I have tried to con- 
trol this and I have reasoned that it wasa 
weakness, but the same result I am sure of, 
and that is I am made ill, both mentally and 
physically. But America I could go to by 
boat, and if ‘Mademoiselle Eve’ is produced 
—and they are now negotiating for it—I shall 
probably visit yourland. Itisso interesting 
to me and I enjoy the freedom, frankness, 
and honesty of the American character. 
Then going there by water of course simpli- 
fies matters, because even to my country 
place I only go by boat.”’
